BY THR POLITICIANS. 

THE LATEST: CABINET ARRANGED FOR 
GEN. HARRISON ON THE AUTHORITY 
OF JUDGE WOOD. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec, 12.—Mr. and Mrs. Mor- 

' ton arrived at 6:10 o’clock this evening, and the 

political cauldron may now be said to fairly bub- 

ble. It will not boil until the arrival of Senator 

Quay. The coming of Mr. Morton and Senator 

Quay has put politicians all over the country on 

the qui vive, and telegrams poured in all day 

inquiring about them. Mr. and Mrs. Morton 

Were expected at noon and Senator Quay was 

expected all day. Attorney-General Michener 

and Col. John C. New went down to the Union 

Station two or three times to meet him, but he 

came not and sent no word. 

By 5 o’clock in the afternoon a large crewd 

had gathered at the Union Station to see Mr. 

aud Mrs. Morton, from whom a telegram had 
been received saying that they would get to 

Indianapq'is at that hour. A committee ap- 

pointed by the Board of Trade, headed by 

Mayor Denny, was present, but the train not 

coming, they got chilly and went away after a 

while. So did a good many of the erowd. 

Thé word being passed that the traio 


would stop at the Massachusetts-avenue sta- 
tion, Where Mr. Blaine stepped when he came 
here, adeut 500 rushed thither and bad their 
rush for their pains. Shortly before 6 o’clock 
Col. John C, New, Col. John A. Bridgeland, Major 
Moses G. McLain, E. B. Martindale, R. 8. MoKee, 
Gen. Harrison’s son-in-law,and Elijan W. Halford, 
his private secretary, Came upen the scene, and 
in a few minutes the train rolled in.

Col. New and his associates boarded the car 
as seen as it stopped. Col. New shook hands 
with Mr. and Mrs. Morton and introduced them 
to the rest. Mr. Halford asked Mr. Morton 
where his baggage was and politely offerea to 
earry it, but Mr. Morton blandly remarked: 
“My valet will attend to that,’’ and relieved Mr. 
Halford of his task. Mrs. Morten took Col. New’s 
arm and walked fromitnhe car to the carriage. 
She wore a dark traveling suit and an English 
walking hat, and she excited the admiration of 
thecrowd. One excited Hoosier shouted: “Gosh! 
ain’t she pretty,” which made her laugh. Mr. 
Morton followed, escorted in a promiscuous man- 
ner by the rest of the committee. Not a cheer 
Was raised nor was there avy acknowledgment 
of Mr. Morton’s courtesy in frequently raising 
his hat and bowing. Mr. McKee and Mr. Hal- 
ford occupied one carriage, with Mr. and Mrs. 
Morten, and the eommittee occupied another, 
aud in silence they drove away. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morton will have a pleasant 
time while they are here. To-morrow afternoon 
Dr. and Mrs. Allen, who own the finest house in 
pyar gy will give to Mr. and Mrs. Morton 
a reeeption. Mr. Morton will beasked to receive 
the citizens in the rotunda of the State House 
or at the Denison. . Roberts, the 
secretary of Governor-elect Hovey, - went 
to Muncie and met Mr. and Mrs. Mor- 
ton. Mr. Morton told him that his 
visit to Indianapolis was purely of @ social 
nature, and had nothing to do with politics. He 
expressed great admiration of Gen. Harrison, 
whom he said he had met inthe East, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that Gen. Harrison’s 
speeches during the campaign had contributed 
greatly to the success of the Republican nation- 
al ticket. Any idea, he reiterated, that his visit 
kere had anything to do with Cabinet making 
Was erroneous. 

By far the most authoritative statement of 
the membership of Gen. Harrison’s Cabinet was 
made yesterday by Judge Woods of the United 
States Distriet Court for Indiana. He held 
court at Fort Wayne yesterday. It was on ac- 
count of this term of court that Judge Woods 
dismissed the Grand Jury, which was here in- 
vestivating the election frauds last Saturday, un- 
til next Monday. Thesession at Fort Wayne last- 
ed just four hours, and there wa; enly one case 
for trial. Aftér court had béen adjourned Judge 
Woods whiled away the time talking with a few 
intimate friends. The question of the Attorney- 
Saeerne was brought up. Judge Woods 
Bale: 

“T don’t care to be Attorney-General. I now 
have a life position. The Attorney-General 
would only last for four years.’* 

“ But, Judge,” interrupted one of his friends, 
“the Attorney-Generalship woulda bea stepping 
stone to the United States Supreme bench,” to 
which Judge Woods, it is well known, aspires. 
“It may and may not be,” said Judge Woods. 
*“ Those old gentiemen rarely die and never re- 
tire. [remember in President Arthur’s time a 
strong effort was made to get Judge Bradley 
and Judge Miller to retire on their pensions, but 
they would not. Tere may not be a vacancy 
during President Harrison’s Administration.” 
The conversation naturally drifted from this 
point to the composition of Gen. Harrison’s 
Cabinet. After several gentlemen had been dis- 
cussed Judge Woods said: 

“I believe that this will be the Cabinet: Sec- 
retary of State—Jawes G. Blaine; Secretary of 
the Treasury—Senator Allison; Secretary of 
War—Gen. Alger; Secretary of the Navy—Na- 
than Goff, Jr., of West Virginia; Secretary of 
the Interior—John 8. Swift of Cailfornia; Post- 
master-General—Gen. William Mahene of Vir- 
ginia; Attorney-General—W. H. H.. Miller of 
Indiana, Gen. Harrison’s law partner.” 

This statement of Judge Woods, made to some 
intimate friends, one of whom told it to the 
correspondent of THE TIMES, may well be be- 
lieved to be the probable outcome of affairs. 
Judge Woods is a trusted friend and adviser of 
Gen. Harrison.

The Emperor to-day received Count Herbert 
Bismarck, and had a further conference with 
him on the East African question. The negotia- 
tions witb various partiesin the Reichstag have 
had no definite result as yet. Most favor is 
shown the ee of ae protectorate 
similar to that in Cameroons, and enrolling Zulu 
or negro troops.

THE PANAMA CANAL LOAN. 
Paris, Dec. 12.—Another scene of ex- 
citement was witnessed at the offices of the 
Panama Canal Company to-day. The crush 
Was even greater than that of yesterday. At 


4o’clock a hush fell over the throng, and M. 
de Lesseps appeared. Mounting a tabie he said: 
**My friends, the subseription is safe. Our ad- 
versaries are confounded. We do not need the 
help of tinanciers. You have saved yourselves 
by your own exertions. The canal is made.” 
Here M. de Lesseps was s0 overcome that he 
wept. Amid cheering, weeping, and mutual 
congratulations all present shook hands with 
M. de Lesseps. 

When the exeitement had partially abated the 
news went round that 410,000 bonds had been 
subscribed for in Paria and the same number in 
the provinces. Marseilles ajone took 86,000 
bonds. An official of the company repiaced M. 
de Lesseps, and announced that the subscrip- 
tion lists would be kept open until Saturday 
noon. It 18 reported that numbers immediately 
renewed their subscriptions, the receiving 
clerks being completely overtaxed, 

M. Charles de Lesseps had a conference with 
the Miniaters this ovoning. La Pelile République 
srangaise asserts that a Panama Canal bill will 
be presented in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
morrow. Rumors that 800,000 had been taken 
are believed to be exaggerated, but it is eertain 
that the applications largely exceeded tho 
Directors’ expectations. Prebsably the neces- 
sary 400,000 will bo taken.

PLAYED DUDLEY'’S GAME. 


THE EFFECT OF DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
SELLERS’S RESIGNATION. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 12.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland has telegraphed to Emory B. 
Sellers that the President desired him te with- 
draw his resignation, and it is expected that he 
willdo se, Tho storm of public indignation is 
probably more than he can stand, even if the 
President had not made this request. He is 
now at Monticello, where he resides. The 
reason he has assigned for his resignation is the 
necessity of attending to his private law busit- 
ness. His partuer, Mr. Reynolds, has been 
elected a Circuit Judge, and after January can- 
not practice law any more. The Democracy 
feel very sore over Mr. Soellers’s attempt to 
withdraw from the prosecution of the present 


election frauds, because they remember that he 
was very earnest in the'prosecution of the tally- 
sheet frauds of 1886, in which the defendants 
were Democrats. Now Dudley and others, who 
will probably be indicted, are Repubiicans. 

No one who keeps a watchful eye on political 
affairs here can fail to see that Dudley is ‘‘ mov- 
ing heavenand earth’ to escape indictment, 
and, strange as it may seem: he has managed to 
get a few Democrats te help him, Some of 
these tried to get Mr. Sellers to recommond to 
the President the appointment of John M. Hol- 
man of Indianapolis, Dudiey’s private attor- 
ney, to be his successor. Mr. Sellers refused to 
do it, however, through some infiuence not 
powerful enough toinduce him not to recom- 
Inend the appointment of his assistant, ex- 
Senator Leon O. Bailey. Mr. Bailey, in 1886 
and 1887 was the Democratic leader in the Leg- 
islature,isa lawyerof ability, and has thor- 
oughly investigated the frauds cemmitted at 
the last election. Heis the only man in the 
Btate fitted to succeed Mr. Sellers as District 
Attorney in the present state of affairs, except 
Judge Claypool, who has already been engaged 
to assist In the fraud prosecution. 

Those who know Judge Woods best and the 
Indianapolis sentinel, the leading Democratic 
paper of Indiana, say that he is heartily in ac- 
cord with all measures looking toward the 
suppression of election frauds and the punish- 
ment of the perpetrators. They describe him 
asa high-minded man and agood lawyer. No 
doubt he did not dream when he sent the Grand 
Jury to their homes for a week in the midst ef 
their investigations that any detriment to the 
cause of justice would be done, but there are 
now grave yeasons for fearing that adeal of 
“crooked” work haa been going on during the 
week. It has given the wrongdoers so much 
more time to ‘see’ witnesses and hush them 
up.

A BOOK THAT WILL PROVE 
TEREST TO DEALERS. 
CINCINNATI, Dec. 12.—The attorney for 
the Cincinnati Liquor and Malt Dealers’ Union, 
Mr. E. G. Hewitt, has published a small hand-

State and Federal—relating to the manufacture 
and sale of liquor, and the decisions of the 
courts in cases prosecuted under these laws. 
The book is for distribution among liquor sell- 
ers and has a twofold purpose; first, for the in- 


formation of the trade as to what the laws are _ 
as to the making and selling of liquor, and, sec- 
ond, and more particularly, to arouse them to a 
realization of the numerous steps which have 
been taken toward a suppression of the liquor 
traftic and the danger of still more radigal legis- 
lation in the immediate future. The book, there 
is ample reason for believing, is put forth at the 
instance of the association already named. In 
a short address to the liquor trade its author 
Bays: 

“ Heed the lesson of the day. The author ef this 
little work does not wish to appear in your eyes as 
an alarmist, but he does wish to call the attention 
of the liquor trade to the strides made by prohibi- 
tion in various States, and the support sumptuar, 
laws are receiving from the courts, State and Fed- 
eral. It behooves you to cultivate public opinion 
and so conduct your business that it will not here. 
after be denounced as has been done heretofore, 
Avother thing, each man should contribute his 
mite, and by putting his shoulder to the whee) help 
along the good cause and battle with those arrayed 
against us. Brewers, distillers, wholesale and re- 
tail dealers—all men engaged in the traflic—stop 
your jealousies and petty quarrels. You are on the 
eve of a great battio. Next Winter you will have 
to face legislation the purpose of which will be to 
submit a prohibition amendment to the people. Do 
not, as heretofore, lock the stable door after the 
steed is stolen. Your action should begin now. 
Lose no time. Be prepared to combat our enemies 
when the Legislature convenes. Forewarned is 
ferearmed. In union there is strength.” 





THE MINNESOTA SENATORSHIP. 

St. PAuL, Dec. 12.—The return of Senator 
Babin to the State and his announcement that 
he proposes to stay here now until the Sena- 
torial contest is settled has had the effeet of im- 
parting new interest to the fight at headquar- 
ters in St, Paul, and is bracing up the lines*on all 


sides. The mostinteresting develepment of to- 
Gay, however, has been in regard to the rela- 
tions of Donnelly ana Sabin. That they have 
nad seme kind ef an understanding all along 
has been generally believed, avd Donnelly’s 
hope of ultimate success has been supposed 


to rest on the faet that Sabin would 
rather see him eleeted than to 
see Washburn sueceoed. To-lay ‘it Was 


said that a letter written to a member of the 
Legislature by Donnelly stated that if Donnelly 
was a candidate for Senator he weuld have 
about 30 votes on the first ballot, and that it 
was understoed between himself and Senator 
Sabin that if Sabin couldn’t win he should 
gaave Sabin’s help. Tke letter went on to say 
that neither Washburn nor Sabin ceuld be 
elected; that it was generally eenceded that if 
he had aot witharawn from the Gubernatorial 
race Merriam could not have been elected. 

The point of the statement seems to be that 
Donnelly will claim to be entitled to Republican 
Party support on the strength of what he 
claims to have done for Merriam. The letter 
also says that the Farmers’ Alliance will in- 
dorse Donnelly. It was written before the 
Alliance met. The Alliance did not indorse him, 
although he seems to have expected it to do so. 





BATTLEFIELD MONUMENTS. 

GETTYSBURG, Penn., Dec. 12.—Capt. Reed, 
representing the Seventy-second Pennsylvania 
Regiment, was to-day arrested on a capias in 
trespass sworn out by the Battlefield Memorial 
Association and put under $500 bail. He had 
started men at work laying a foundation for the 
monument of the Seventy-second Regiment on 
the ground at the Bloedy Angle, where such 
work was prohibited him by the assootstion, 
and they were naturally. forced to take legal 
procecdings. The statement is made that if 
every regiment was allowed to place its memo- 
rial wherever it desired there would be nothing 
historically correct about marking the position 
of the various commands, and more monuments 
would be located on Seminary Ridge in the 
midst of the Confederate lines than on tho 
Union line. The trouble, it is thought, will 
hardly end with the Seventy-second.

MARYLAND'S. OYSTER WAR 


CAPT. HOWARD'S STORY OF 
THK BATILE OF MONDAY. 

A DESPERATE FIGHT WITH THE ILLEGAL 
DREDGERS WHICH W4S SETTLED BY 


THE OYSTER NAVY’S CANNON. 
ANNAPOLIS, Dec, 12.—Capt. T. C. B. How- 
ard of the steamer McLane of the Maryland 
fishery force givesthe following story of the 
battle with the eyster pirates: 

“We left Annapolis at 4:40 Monday after- 
noon at my suggestion for Chester River, 
as I had heard of the vielations geing on there. 
We arrived about 7 o’clock and found a fleet of 
boats, about 10o0r15, under Wickes beach. I 
did not board them, although I felt certain they 
had been dredging allday. I proceeded up the 
river and found a still larger fleet, all anchored, 
at Hale’s Point, except one schoener I saw com- 
ing downy theriver. I boarded her, expecting 
tofind unoulled oysters. I did nos find any. 
We got under way and went up the river, and 
just opposite Judge Robinson’s found three or 
four boats at work dredging, two of them pretty 
close together. I blew to the first boat to haul 
down its jib, The Captain paid no attention to 
it. I then called to him, and he still refused to 
haul down his jib. I then cpened fire on him 


with rifles, first in her rigging and then into the 
cabin, when he hallooed for quarter. I stopped 
firing, boarded him, lowered his sails, anchored 
him, and told him to remain where be waa.” 

“I then saw five or six bullet holesin the 
cabin of the dredger. The boat nearest to him 
and to the windward nauled down the aails, 
saying ‘the balls cametoohotforhim. Hedidn't 
want any aboard of his boat.’ Just to the wind- 
ward of this fleet, on Piney Puint Bar, were 15 
or 20 dredgers at work. They started up the 
river. They had considerable start of me. The 
first vessel I saw was tacking to the westward. 
‘He ran ashore, I firing rifles at him all the time. 
Just outside of him I boarded a schooner, found 
unculled oysters, arrested the crew, put a wan 
abuard, and started down the river. The 
others of the fleet that wus eastward started 
down the riverwhile I was boarding these 
boats to the westward. I followed and passed 
them and met and anehored two more boats. I 
again started up the river. The wind was blow- 
inz fresh from north-northeast, the moon was 
up, and though net clear, I could see well. I then 
saw 10 or 12 boats made fast together and com- 
ing down in a solid body, showing red and green 
lights. I knew that that meant tight, from the 
mannerin which they had acted previously. [ 
told my men to get the rifles out, see that they 
were properly loaded, to keep cool, and not tu 
shoot until I gave the order. 

**T had six men on deck and the pilot and my- 
selfin the pilot house made eignt. I shot a 
great deal. I met these boats and gave them 
the signal to haul down their jibs. They paid 
no attention toit. I then hallooed to them to 
haul down their jibs. I get no answer. I or- 
dered rifles fired across their bows. They 
promptly returned the fire. I then hauled right 
across their bows, barely avoiding collision. I[ 
was afraid I would get tangled in their bow- 
sprits. When I got the cannon to bear in the 
centre of the fleet I gave the word to fire. She 
was loaded with grape and canister, and the 
load struck half mast high, doing great 
damage to spars, rigging, and sails. As soon 
as I fired the dredgers rattled away at me 
heavily again. I had te keep the men down be- 
low the bulwarks to prevent them from being 
shot. This gave me great difficulty in loading 
the eannon. I got her loaded again and ran 
right uuder their sterns and let go again in the 
centre of the fleet. This shot raked and tore 
the sails, we being right on top of them and 
only 20 feet from them. The dredgers had gone 
below when they saw me getting ready to fire 
the eannon, but 4s soon as it was dischared 
they began to fire away lively at me again. 





I told the boys to load the eannon and 
get her ready, that [ was goiwg to 
run into them. The steamer has 


an iron bow. Iran into them, striking the Julia 
Jones on the starboard quarter, and let go the 
cannon at the same time. I backed out with 
one aredger on board, who had boarded me to 
save his life and begged like a wild man. I 
told him to throw up his hands, which he did. [ 
don’t think he ever stretched them so highin 
his life. 

‘*As I backed ont one ball came in the pilot- 
house and struck Mate Claries W. Frazier, who 
was assisting me in steering. He said: ‘Captain 
Tom, I'm shot! I’mdonefor! [can’t help you 
“any more’ T’Said: ‘Old boy, 1 hope net seri- 
ously! Lay back in the cerner.’ I backed out, 
got Frazier down into the cabin, saw the extent 
of his wound, which was not fatal, bandaged 
his arm, and took Perry tfielda into the pilothouse, 
ran to the windward ot the dredgers, and hauled 
dead for them and struck the J. C. Mahoney en 
her port quarter, and hungup and could not 
back out. I went ahead on her with full force and 
turned the Mahoney on her beam ends and come 
vDack with full steam and vleared her. In the 
Ineantime the Jones had sunk while we hung 
ou the hull of the Mahoney. It was the hottest 
time of the fight. The dredgers, about eight 
beats, were pouring broadsides into us, and my 
crew were returning the fire as fast as possible. 
We backed off and the dredgersa then dispersed. 
Each looked out for himself and got off in the 
darkness in range of the fleet on Hale’s Point, 
and I was afraid to shoot there. as [I would hit 
innocent persens on the boats anchored there. 
The Mahoney sunk after [ rammed ber. The 
crew crawled upon my bow calling for ‘God's 
sake to save them. They had had enough of 
dredging.’ 

“There were eight of them, and I took charge 
of them, gave them supper, and put them in 
jail the next dayat Centreville. I iatd-to all 
night, which was very dark and stormy, and the 
next day took the schoonor Corbett to Centre- 
vilie aud tried the crew befere Squire Golds- 
borough for having unculled oysters. Capt. 
Jones was fined $100 and costs. [then returned 
to the scene of action, and laid all Tuesaday 
night in a fiest of dredgers off Hale’s Point. [ 
saw no dredging. I vertainly am proud of the 
way my crew acted. Not a man shirked his 
duty.” 
Goy. Jackson said to-night that he heartily 
approved of tho battle conducted by Capt. 
Howard on Monday nigbt, and that just as 
loug as there is any necessity for such pro- 
ceedings just so long he wanted such things 
dono. 

The city of Annapolis was advised to-night 
by a telegram from Baltimore that an attempt 
to assassinate Capt. George W. Clarke would be 
made to-nignt by a fleet of 40 dredgers. Clarke 
18 the Captain of the State fishery force schooner 
Folly, now ou ard at Haekett’s Point, Oyster 
Bar, four miles*from Annapoilse. Lhe steamer 
McLane was here, dbut having repairs to her 
boiler in progress, and her cannon being in 
precess of remounting, she was unable to go to 
Capt. Clarke’s relief. In this strait application 4 
was made by Gov. Jackson to Commander 
Sampson of the Naval Academy to allow 
the State the use of Several steam 
launches and Gatling guns. Commander Samp- 
son could not grant it without Secretary Whit- 
ney’s order. This was telegraphed for, und at 
11:30 P. M. a qaispatch was received from Sec- 
retary Whitney to furnish the State of Marylarfd 
additional arms and ammunition. Commander 
Sampson is now making ready twe steam 
launches, one armed with a howitzer and anoth- 
er with a Gatling gun. Capt. Howard ef the 
McLane will be in command of these boats that 
are to be manned by his crew, and they will go 
to Hackett’s Point at once.

A BIG THHATRE* BURNING. 


THE CHICAGO OPERA HOUSE THREAT- 
ENED WITH DESTRUCTION. 

CurcaGco, Dec. 12.—Shortly after the 
audience at the Chicago Opera House, where 
the McCaull cemio opera troupe is playing 
** Lorraine,” left the theatre this evening a cal- 
cium lightin the top gallery in some way sot 
fire to the darpet beneath it. The flames quickly 
spread to the chairs and upholstery around if, 
An alarm of fire was instantly followed by a 
second, and in five minutes the block was sur- 
rounded by apparatus. The fire patrol begun 
spreading covers over the seats, but before they 
could finish the work the deluge of water being 
poured into the house by the firemen had 
reached some of the seats on the lower floor. 

The Chicago Opera House is in the heart of a 
12-stery building, erected in 1885 at the south- 
west corner of Clark and Washington streets. 
The lease of the theatre was obtained by J. W. 
Norton & Co., of which firm Mr. David Hender- 
son is the managing partner. The house 
was opened in the Fall of 1885 by 
Thomas Keene, and has been remarkably 
successful ever since. It has been the 
birthplace of two popular and profitable ex- 
travacanzas, ‘The Arabian--Nights”’ and ‘‘The 
Crystal Slipper,” the latter of which is now at 
the Star Theatre in New-York. Since its first 
seasen the McCaull company has played every 
Chicago engagement there and is now 
closing one of five weeks. Amoug the famous 
engagements at the huuse have beeu Yooth and 
Barrett, (two seasons,) Mme. Mvudjeska, and 
Judaic. The cost of the building in which it is 
situated was $600,000. 

At 12:30 o’clock the fire was apperentiy un- 
der control and almost out, but there was no 
diminution in the torrents of water the fire- 
men were pouring into the building. It 
is evident that the damage, which will 
reach $20,00C, all told, as noearly as can 
be ascertained, will he from the water, in the 
use of which the flremen have been regardless 
ofdamage. The decorations ef the walls and 
ceiling are greatly injured, and the new drop 
eurtain, hung a fortnight ago, is believed 
to be ruined. Al) the McCaull costumes in the 
dressing rooms below the stuge are damaged by 
water, and it is probable that much of th» soen 
ery used in the production of “ Lorraine’ will 
be ruined. 

Imre Kiralfy was to have produced his usw 
spectacle “The Water Queen” at the house next 
Monday night. His costumes and probably 
most of the scenery now in the house are 
thought to have escaped. The scenery already 
completed for next Summer’s extravagauza is 
thought to de safe, as it is rolled up near the 
roof at the rear of the stage. The office of the 
theatre on the third floor is damaged by water, 
but the fire did not reach that nor any part of 
the building except the top gallery.

OswEGO, Dec. 12.—A large audience, 
comprising the best people of the city, gath- 
ered at the Academy of Musie here to-night to 
see Mrs. Langtry in ‘“‘As ina Looking Glass.” As 
the curtain was about te ascend on the first act 
there was an alarm of tire from the rear of the 
hall, and almost immediately thick qlouds of 
smoke putfed up through a largs register in the 
Mmaiu aisle. The audience arose panic-stricken 
and surged toward the exit. The pecple began 
Claanbering over seats and scrambling for the 
aisles and a frightful crush seemed issminent. 
At the tirst alarm the orchestra bDegau te play 
and several cooil-headed men sprang upon the 
stage and shouted that there was no danger, 
and called upon the people to pass out quietly. 
Dozens of other men mounted chairs in various 
parts of the room aud urged the people to keep 
cool, This had a wenderful effect. The excited 
throng stopped shouting and some even turned 
back for their wraps and rubbers. 

In two minutes the theatre was cleared with- 
out accident just as the flames sprang up 
through the floor directly in freut of the main 
entrance, People who first rushed out sentin 
an alarm from the nearest box, and the Fire De- 
partment respoaded quickly. 

As soon as it became known that the theatre 
Was on fire people whose friends were known to 
be there rushed tothe placein great exsite- 
meut, and acrowd speedily collected that re- 
tarded the work of the tiremen. Mrs. Langtry 
took matters ovolly, and after giving ordars for 
the removal of her wararobe escaped through @ 
rear entrance and took refuge in a near-by res- 
taurant. 

The tire caught from an overheated furnace 
directly under the centre aisle and close te the 
main entrance. But for its timely discovary by 
an usher nawed George Chetney people would 
have been cutoff trom the principal exit and 
there would doubtless have been a calamity, 
although there are two smaller exits in the rear. 
The flaines burned a large hole in the floor and 
the building was badly damaged by smoke and 
water. Not a person was injured so far as 
could be ascertained. Many wowen came down 
ladders from the galleries, 





THE TRAGEDY AT BIRMINGHAM

BOSTON’S LIVELY ELECTION 


THE PROMINEN! PART PLAYED 
BY WOMEN. 
A” VOTE WHICH COMPLETELY UPSETS 
THE CALCULATIONS OF POLITICIANS 
OF BOTH PARTIES. 

Boston, Dec. 12.—That Boston was very 
much stirred up in the Mayoralty contest of 
yesterday goes withuut saying, but there was 
in itless of politics than in any election for 
many years. Of course, strong eiforts were 
made to keep the Democrats in line for O’Brien, 
but they signally fatled, a result due to Mr. 
Har?t’s unequivveal pledges of non-partisanship 
in the adininistration of city alfsirs, to the sup- 
port of his candidacy by the Post and ail other 
independent papers of the city, and very large- 
ly, probably, to the strong influence exerted by 
the women of Boston, which was for the first 
tirae in her history a potent factor ‘un a munici- 
pal cuntest. 

The influence of the women on this occasion 
is by no weans gauged by the vote for Schvol 
Committee, where alone tansy have the right «f 
suftrage, though it 1s impussible to estimate lis 
strougth in any ocber directien. Lhe reterne 
last night were too late to give a fair idea of 
the extent of the overturn. Hart's plurality 
tor Mayor i# 2,021 iu a tetal vote of 53,680, an 
unprecedented vete in ww munic.pal son- 
test, and also 12,000 in excess of the 
vows one year ago. The large Republican 
majority in the Board of Alaermen is 
practically malstained, and in the Common 
Council forthe first timein very imany years 
the straight-out Democratic majurity is prac- 
tically wiped out. The Republicans have Deen 
Glaltaing @ majority slected in this braush, but 
erroneously. There are 35 Repubiicans, 3é 
Democrats, and 2 independent Democrats, wha 
were elected on the “citizeas’’”’ ticket. Hew- 
ever these twoindependents may act politic: 
ally, the majurity either way will be too slight 
to encourage partisan legislation or partisan 
treatment of tne few offices in whieh this Dranch 
has & Voice. 

The size of the vote of both the men and the 
women is surprising when it is rememberea 
that it was sasi iu a drenching rain taat lasted 
li day, but che fact that as near as can be as- 
certained with the lack of definite figures neariy 
85 per cent. of the women who registered went 
to the poils to vote speaks volumes for their 
persistence and interest in the contest. But the 
striking feature of it all is the apparent absence 
of Democraiic women voters. At tne time of 
assessmient there was quite ascare among the 
women over the alleged large number of 
Catholic women assessed. The orgaus of 
the anti-Catholic mve¥ement insisted that 
the Protestant women were outnumn- 
bered by the Catholics, and it is a fact 
that on the last week of assessment a gre s 
number of Catholics intended to vote and were 
assessed. Some astorishinerit was manifested 
a week or two ago when it was found that over 
5,000 of the women assessed had failed io rex- 
ister, and thus neglected te pertect their title te 
vote. Itis more than probable that the larger 
number of these delinquents were Catholics. it 
is well Known that the priesthood has all along 
deprecated this matter, and it is probable that 
their influence eventually outwetgied that of 
the ward politicians who induced their asaess- 
ment in the tirst place. In any event, the Prot- 
estant women elected the 11 new members of 
the School Board indorsed by the Committee of 
One Hundred by large majorities. 

As the votes were not kept separate tae only 
pessible way toapproximate the women’s vote 
is by that cast for Solomon Schindler fer Schovl 
Committee, who was on all too tickets. His 
vot9, in round numbers, was 80,600. Deduct- 
ing 63,7090, the total cast for Mayor, zoves about 
17,000 as the totai vote of the women. As hun- 
dreds of Democrats voted for Hart and cast the 
Democratic school ticket, it is absulutefy impos- 
sible to arrive at any definite coneiision as 
to the relative strength of the anti-Cathelic 
and Catholic vete; but Catholic women were not 
represented at the polls, and a eareful search 
fails tu reveal any evidence of their having 
voted in any namber. Verv naturally the or: 
ganizations which have fostered this movement 
are jubilant at the result and anticipate a rad- 
ical change of school policy as a retarn for 
their eiforts. In this they will duubsilessa be dis- 
appointed, as the majority holding over has the 
experience and ability to prevent hasty or ill- 
judged action. 

At City Hall things look very blue to a good 

many holders of snug berths. The itst of officers 
whose terms wiil expire with the coming year is 
unusually large. and represents a huge salary 
list. They expect littie grace from the incom- 
ing Administration. and in many iustances wiil 
deserve little. It will net be the fanit of such 
Republican leaders as Jease Gove, the original 
Bisine man, if Mayor Hart’s non-partisan 
pledges are not construed to mean, “* Put none 
but Republicans on guard.”

CREASED DUTY. 

NONE ARE MANUFACTURED HERE, BUT 
REPUBLICANS INSIST ON A DUTY 
oF 108 PER CENT. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Senator Jones of 
Arkansas probably never hoped to carry through 
his preposition to put cotton ties en the free list, 
but if he dia he found to-day that no concessions 
were to be expected from the Republicans. Just 
why the Senate majority shoula be 80 anxious 
to retain the duty on something that is entirely 
manufactured abroad, and to increase that duty 
from 35 per cent. to 108 per cent. ad valorem, 
is a problem to the Democrats in spite of the 
Republican explanation that perhaps with a 
protection ef 108 per cent. somebody will try 
to make the tics in the United States. At any 
rate, the proposal to make cotton ties free was 
yoted down by the Republicans to-day, and 
there was no indication that they would shew 
any more consideration to the proposal which 
followed, that the ties be left at the present 
rate of 35 per cent. : , 

Mr, Berry began the day’s discussion with the 
deslaration that the tie tax was a direct dis- 
criwination against the farmers of,the country, 
and if it wasremoved not a single manufacturer 
in the country would be hurt. 

Mr. Hiscock, whose turn it was to represent 
the majority of the Finance Committee, made & 
general speech on the Dill as well as an argu- 
ment against the pending amendment. Mir. 
Hiscock said in plain terms that fer his part he 
understeod the Senate substitute for the House 
bill was a political measure, and the division be- 
tween Republicans and Democrats on the tarilf 
question was a political divisien, Mr His- 
cook told how the substitute was pre- 
pared by the Finance Committee on the 
Republican tariff idea, and found fault with 
the Democrats for criticizing the bill or the way 
it was prepared. He wanted adequate protec- 
tion for ali American industries and also Ameri- 
can competition to put dewn prices in the 
American market. Mr, Hiseock compared the 
Mills bill and the substitute to show that the 
substitute was the better measure, se far as 
hoep iron or steel was concerned, and he de- 
clared that the propositien to put eotten and 
hay ties on the free list was altogether partisan. 
He could see no reason for the amendment. 
Mr. Hiscock denied that the duty was oppressive 
to the Southern cotton growers, and syeered at 
what be called the pathetic appeals of the Demo- 
orats fer the farmers. Heinsisted that Mr. Joues’s 
amendment was a sectional one, although the 
Arkansas Senator made it plain yesterday that 
the ties were used for Northern hay as well as 
Southerr cotton. Mr. Hiscoek objected to the 
ory of ‘‘ Robber tariff!” amd asserted that the 
people had rendered a verdict on that question 
which showed that they did not believe in that 
cry. Interruptions and questions from Demo- 
cratie Senators brought out the statement that 
Mr. Hiscock was not in favor of protecting any 
industry that coulda not profitably supply the 
bome market. Mr. Hiscock conciuded with the 
declaration that the tax on cetton ties was not 
a burden to the cotton growers, and then gave 
way to Mr. Reagan. q 

The latter remarked that the radical mistake 
of the high protectionists was in not congsider- 
ing agriculture an industry but as something on 
whieh to levy tribute for all other industries. 
Four times as mucl®fapital was invested iu 
agriculture as in manufacturing. Mr. Hawley 
auggested that more money cught to be put 
into manufactures tu even things up, and Mr. 
Reagan replied that the protective system had 
already made more manufactories than could 
be kept constantly running. He commented 
also upon the fact that farming as an industry 
had been degraded in the eyes of young 
men by the protective tariff. Later on Mr. 
Chace disputed the assertion that the 
price of cotton was fixed by the 
Liverpeol market; but Mr. Reagan 
declined to quarrel with him about it and 
turned his attention to Mr. Hiscock’s claim that 
the people had rendered a verdict on the ques- 
tion of protection. It was true, he said, that 
the Demoerats were beaten, and that the tariff 
question was an important one in the campaign, 
but Mr. Reagan believed that the defeat was 
due to two other causes entirely outside of 
the tariff One was the President’s veto of the 
Dependent Ponsion bill (@ veto which Mr. 
Reagan warmly indorsed) and the other was 
his strict enforcement of the civil service re- 
form iaw, which caused great diseontent in 
New-York and Indiana. 

Severa)] Republican Senators tried to get Mr. 
Reagan tangled upon the civil service ques- 
tion, but he declined to be tripped, only remark- 
ing that Mr. Cleveland had kept too many Re- 
publicans in office. The Texas Senator refuted 
some of the fallacies of the high tax advocates, 
and gave his hearers some common truths of 
political economy. Then he eame back to the 

tepublican failure to recognize agriculture as 
an industry, and provoked Mr. Hiscock into de- 
claring that the farmers did not understand 
that they were neglected, pointing to the Re- 
publican votes of agricultural States as proof. 
Mr. Reagan replied that for many years the 
farmers had beep educated to believe in falla- 
vies. Mr. Hiscock insisted that farmers were 
Republican because they recognized the biess- 
ings of a protective system. Mr. Reagan spoke 
of the inerease ef wealth in manufacturing 
States and the decrease in non-manufacturing 
Btates, and pointed out how the manufacturing 
States owned the agricultural States through 
mortgages. 

Mr. McPherson obtained the floor after Mr. 
Reagan had finished. Mr. Hiseock asked him to 
yield to him fora mement, but the New-Jersey 
Senator promptly declined to give way. Indoing 
s¢ he felilowed the example of Mr. Hiscock, who 
bad himself ungraciously refused to let Mr. Me- 
Pherson ask himaquestion. The Senator called 
wttention to the fact that the ties propased to be 
placed on the free list were used for baling hay 
aud for barrel hoops, so that the amendment 
was not the seetional matter Mr. Hiscock tried 
to makeit appear. He referred to the tin plate 
paragraph as a sample of the whole Tariff bill, 
in which miilions in duties were demanded for 
an artiele of which not a pound was made in 
the United States. 

Mr. Morgan, who follewed Mr. McPherson, 
sugyested that the peopis had not passed on the 
question whether cotton ties should be put 
on the free list, and then refuted Mr. Chace’s 
strange declaration that cotton prices were net 
fixed in Liverpool. Mr. Morgan made an earnest 
argument for the adoption of Mr, Jones’s amend- 
nent, and warned the Republicans not to re- 
taliate upon the thin pocketbooxs of the South 
because of the differences of opinion which had 
prevailed between the Republicans and the 
South. He contended that the great increase in 
cotten production in the South was duo te the 
white aud not to the colored race, and then 
deciared that it was impossible by tarilf 
legislation to take money from the pock- 
ets of anybody and distribute it to the men 
in the cotton ficids. They could not be “ pro- 
teeted” by any tariff law, and so Mr..Morgan 
appealed te the Senators to give them free ties. 
He talked in an interesting way of the great im- 
portance of the eotton crop to America, and ar- 
gued that the right time to remeve burdensome 
taxes was when there was an overflowing 
Treasury. Turning to the iron fields of the 
South, Mr. Morgan declared that nature had 
given the South such advantages that she could 
defy any tariff legisiation, which simply gave 
her competition in the North, 

After Mr. Call had speken briefly in support 
of free ties the vote was taken on Mr. Jenes’s 
amendment, and it was beatem by the usual 
strict party vote, the figures being 18 to 23. 

Having thus failed to get the ties on the free 
list Mr. Coke proposed an amendment fixing 
the duty at 35 per cent. ad valorem, which is 
the present rate. In his speech in support of 
his amendment Mr. Coke contended that manu- 
facturers obtained 30 per cent, extra profits 
from the Ameriean people because of the tariff. 
This induced Mr. Dawes to declare that Mr. 
Coke was altogether wrong, and then 
he added to his declaratien of yesterday 
that the duty was not a tax on the 
consumer the qualifieation thatit was such a 
tax oaly when the fereign manufacturer found 
an empty market here. He thought it was as 
plain as A, B, C that whea goods were manufact- 
ured here the tariff on foreign goods was nota 
tax on the censumer. Mr. Dawes had to stand 
a running fire from the Democrats, but he would 
not retreat, and finally the Senate adjourned on 
Mr. cPherson’s motion, leaving the Coke 
amendment the pending question. 


The House thought 80 well of Mr. Elliott’s 
amendment te the Direct Tax bill thatitadopted 
it to-day, and then passed the bill without eon- 
senting to any other change. “Mr. Elliott’s 
amendment was to provide for compensating 
the owners of real estate in Beaufort, N. C., 
which was taken by the Government in défault 
of the payment of the direct tax. It carried an 


appropriation of $850,000 for that purpose. « 


Scores of other amendments were olfered, and 
either ruled out on points of order or voted 
down. One of them was the Oates proposal to 
refund the eotton tax, which was defeated by a 
vote of 64 to 129, many of the latter being 
thrown by Democrats. The bill itself was 
finally carried by a vote of 178 to 96, receiv- 
ing support from both Republicans and Demo- 
orats. The addition of the Elliott amendment 
wiil send the pill back te the Senate before it 
goes to the President. oe 
The bill makes it the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to credit to each State and Terri-

under any  contraet for seryices now 
existing or heretefore made  ,hetweén 
the representative of soy State or 
Territory and any  attorne or agent. 
All olaims under the trust shall be filed with 
the Governer of such State or Territory and the 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia re- 
spectively within six years next after the 
passage of this act, and all claims not so fied 
shall be forever barred, and the money attribu- 
table thereto shall belong to such State, Terri- 
tory, or the District of Columbia respectively, 
as the case may be. The bill also contains the 
proyision relative to the Beanfort lands em- 
bodied in Mr. Elliott’s amendment. 


The bill for the settlement of the debt of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company will have to 
wait for a hearing in the Senate until the Tariff 
bill is gisposed of. It was en the oalenaar as & 
special order for to-day, but Mr, Allison an- 
nounced that he would not get out of its way 
with the tariff measure. Mr. Frye, who has 
eharge of the Union Pacific bill, obtained a 
ruling that it would be the first business in 
order after the pending measure was out of the 
way, and with that he had to rest content. 


Mr. Riddleberger made his appearance in the 


Senate to-day for the first time this session, and 
took the first opportunity to give warning that 
he proposed to be the same thorn in the flesh 
that has so annoyed his coileagues in the paat. 
This he did by announcing that daily hereafter 
he would move the cousideration of his resolu- 
tion of last Winter to discuss the British ex- 
tradition treaty in open session. If Mr. Riddle- 
berger really has any hope of the passage of his 
resolution he is likely to suifera grievous disap- 
pointment. Others will be surprised if he suc- 
ceeds in even getting a hearing. 


Representative Quthwaite ef Ohio is going to 
make a very determined effort to bring up the 
Union Pacific Funding bill this session. He 
said to-day that he thought he could induce 


the House to set aside one or two 
days for its consideration, and while not 
oversangnine as tothe results he believes that 
he will aceomplish hia purpose. Mr. Outhwaite 
will try and have a resolution referred to the 
Committee on Rules fixing a time for the con- 
sideration of the bill, but as it is not very prob- 
able that that ecomuittee will meet this session 
he will work in another direction to the same 
end. It is his opinion that a majority of the 
Hiouse is in favor of the bill if it can ever be 
discussed on its merits. 


Secretary Fairchild to-day listened for more 
than two hours to arguments made on the ques- 
tion ef the location of a site for the new Federal 
buildings in New-York authorized by the bill of 
fast session. That bill provided for the. pur- 
chase of a site for the Appraiser’s store at not 
exceeding $850,000, on which a storehouse 
might be built at a cost of not more than $700,- 
000 when completed. Another provision of the 
bill was one permitting the seleotion at once of 
a site for an Appraiser’s storehouse and a new 
Custom House, the site for the two to cost not 
more than $1,500,000. Oifers have been made 
of sites fer the Appraiser’s store alone, but none 
for the Couble building. 

The contention to-day was between persons 
who believe that the’ Appraiser’s store ought to 
be put up in the neighborhood ef Canal-street 
and those who are convinced that the Battery is 
the proper neighborhood for it. Representatives 
Campbelland Bryce and Naval Officer H. 8, 
Beattie were in the audience tora while, but 
teok no partin the discussion. Mr. D. P. Bible, 
as the representative of certain dry goods, gro- 
cery, giass ware, and crockery importers, 
eppesed the selection of the Battery 
site. He said the selection of that 
site was advocated by. the Produce 
Exchange with a selfish purvose to enhance the 
value of the property, which was for sale. He 
referred to the Produce Exchange as a place in 
which men dealt in grain and futures, but were 
not merchants, and he declared that Wall-street 
was bripging in monopolies and trusts to urge 
the matter. He treated the action of the Prod- 
uee Exchange as an impertinence, 

Mr. Alexander E. Orr, President of the Prod- 
uce Exchange, said he appeared to represent 
that bedy and the Maritime Exchange, the @ot- 
ton Exchange, and the Consolidated Exchange 
in speaking for a down-townsite. Heexpressed 
surprise at having been referred to in the light 
of a criminal, connected with a ring, and at 
hearing that the Produce Exchange property, 
which cost $3,500,000, was for sale. He 
was President of the Exchanges and of 
all ,its committees, and he knew all about 
its business. He repudiated the statement 
as altogether wrong. The proposition to build 
the Appraiser’s store up tewn he opposed for 
the reason that its advantages were only the 
eonvenience of the ary goods trade and econ- 
omy in carting. But he maintained that it 
wonld not de to attempt to race with the dry 
goods trade, that had moved three times in 30 
years. The gentlemen who now favor the up- 
town site would Dave had it years ago at Hano- 
ver-square or on upper Broad-street. 

Mr. Orrsaid he had educated himself on the 
subject and believed the Battery site would be 
most convenient for all interests in the port of 
New-York. It was convenient of access in a 
short time by rail ané water from the upper 
part of the city, Brooklyn, Jersey City, and 
Staten Island. Hefavored the purchase of a 
double site at Bowling Green, to Gost $3,000,- 
000, believing that improvements in the meth- 
ods ef transportation and in the streets leading 
down town would overcome all the arguments 
advanced against it. He eriticised the gentle- 
men who had managed apparently to reverse 
the decision of the Chamber of Commerce to 
that effect, and intimated that the later expres- 
sion of the chamber had been obtained from a 
meeting at which the attendanee was selected 
trom the ary goods trade. By way of diversion 
he declared_that New-York merchants were not 
half aggresive enough in preferring their de- 
mands tothe Governmeot at Washington. It 
Was just as natural and desirable that the Gov- 
ernment should cultivate the Interests of New- 
York as it was for him to consnit the interests 
of bis tenants. He favored the selection of a 
Bowling Green site to cost $3,000,000 and the 
preferring of a request to Congress for an addi- 
tional appropriation. 

Mr. Nathaniel Niles, President of the Traders’ 
Bank, opposed the up-town selection, which, he 
said, was only demanded for a smalier part of 
the importing interest, and said that he spoke 
fer moat of the trust companies, insuranee com- 
panies, and banks, who, by Directors represent- 
ing $150,000,000 of capital invested in import- 
ing, preferred the Battery site. He thought the 
dry geods men would have exerted mere weight 
if they had appeared personally instead of 
sending a paid representative. 

Mr. Robinson of Woodworth & Robinson 
spoke for the down-town egite and Mr. W. T. 
Russell supported the argument for an up-town 
selection. Mr. John R. Weeks appeared to offer 
the site bounded by King and Carlton and West 
and Washington streets, whidgh the Gevernment 
could save $138,000 by purchasing. 

While the dry goods men’s representatives 
were talking the Secretary stopped them to re- 
mark: ‘* But, gentiemen, you have left one con- 
sideration out of sight, and thatis the expecta- 
tion that we are not to import se many dry 
goods hereafter.” There was aripple of laugh- 
ter at this allusion te the verdict of the election. 
The Secretary will make his decision about the 
site after further consideration of the matter. 


Many newspapers have recently contained 
long chapters of Cabinet speculations, and 
scarce one of them has omitted to state that 


Senater Sherman would decline to become a 
member of Harrison's Cabinetif his place in the 
Senate was to be filled by the election of Gov. 
Foraker. Even the best-informed Ohio corre- 
spondents here have encouraged belief in this 
statement.

Mr. Shérman has evidently made 
up his mind to get out of Foraker’s way. ‘'*There 
ig not the slightest foundation for the story 
now going the rounds of the press to the effect 
that I would refuse teaecept a position in Presi- 
dent Harrison’s Cabinet because I would be suc- 
ceeded by Gov. Foraker,” he said to-day. ‘The 
possibility of my seatin the Benate being occu- 
pied by Gov. Foraker will not weigh one hair in, 
connection with my geing into the State De- 
partment.” eo 

The new River and Harbor bill has not’ been 
reported a day, and yet 16 is spoken of as des- 
tined to die in the room of the Senate Commit- 


tee on Commerce. The Republican members of 
the committee have informally discussed the 
Tautter, and the chances are all against it. Sen- 
ator Frye, it is said, is w determined opponent 
ef any River and Harbor bill at this session. 
The report of the Senate committee on the last 
bill was practically a pledge from the commit- 
tee to the Sengte that no appropriation would 
be asked for until the first session of the Fifty- 
first Congress.

“The bill, as submitted to the Senate, appropri- 
ates $21,562,783 77, exceeding by $2,823,908 77, 
the largest appropriation ever made in a River and 
Harbor bill; but, when it is considered that no ap- 
prupriation for rivers and harbors was made last 
year, and that in the short session following a 
provable that any

year, the bill practically represents a period of 
three years on & basis of $7,000,000 a year, consid- 
erably less that the averige expenditure of recent 
years for river and harbor improvements,” 


There was some amazement among some of

OAUGHT IN A HHAVY STOKM.

THE GALE SEVERE AT HALIFAX AND 
ALONG MASSACHUSETTS’S OOAST. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, Dec, 12.—By far 
the heaviest storm of the season raged through- 
out the night with fearful fury. Seme of the 
gusts of wind shook heavy buildings. In the 
city considerable damage was done to electric 
light, telephone, telegraph, and fire alarm 
wires. The steamers Carroll, for Boston, and 
Portia, for St. John’s, Newfoundland, which 
were to have sailed last evening, remained in 
port and proceeded thia merning, The vessels 
at the wharves suffered some from chafing and 


a fishing smack was sunk at Cunard’s Wharf. 
The ship Ellerslie, discharging oil at Oland's 
Wharf, Dartmouth, bruke from her moorings 
and was driven into the stream, where she 
anchored until the storm abated. i 

A small sailboat left Sambro last evening 
about 4 o’clock for Halifax, containing Alfred 
McKerson, William Cummings, Peter Dwyer, 
and Mrs. Cummings. Fears are entertained for 
their safety, as it is thought the boat could mot 
live in the storm which prevailed. The vessel 
Was seen to run near Herring Cove Héad last 
night and suddenly the lights disappearod. 


HIGHLAND LiGHT, Mass., Dec. 12,—An- 
other heavy gale swept the coast last night, 
equuling in violenee the cyclonic disturbance 
of Nov, 25. Few vessels were off the cape when 
the storm came on, but it is feared that serious 
marine disasters have resulted. The telegraph 
wires gave out shortiy after noon and there is 
now no communication by this means. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec. 12.—Another 
severe easterly gale set in yesterday morning. 
The night has been a rough one, both for the 
life-saving patrol and the shipping at sea. No 
wrecks have been reported as yet. 


CHATHAM, Mass., Dec. 12.—Another tor- 
nado swept along the coast last night. The 
tides were unusually high, and considerable 
damage has been done, The beaches are nearly 
submerged, and the life-saving patrol can only

irection. Wreckers here express fears that 
the moderate weather of Sunday and Monday 
caught many smajil coasters eut between Cave 
Elizabeth and Cape Cod, and think that some 
may have attempted to run over the shoals tor 
a jee, and that a large number of disasters will 
follow in the path of this sterm.

CuHIcaGo, Deo. 12.—The end of the pas- 
senger rate war is not yet. When the repre-

Managers believed that it would be wiser to 
defer giving such notice in adyanee ef the 
meeting thatis to be held Dec. 18. This, they 
urge, will give more time and opportunity to 
clear the market of the outstanding tickets, 
which are the eause of the demoralization. 

The General Passenger Agent of one of the 
dissenting roads said to-day: “I am not in- 
elined to take much stock in these sudden 
spasms of virtue. What assurance have we 
now more than we have had before that rates 
willbe maintained? I tell you it is useless to 
talk about maintalming passenger rates between 
Chicago and St. Paul until some plan is devised 
whereby the weaker lines are assured of a fair 
proportion of the business. How cau the Wis- 
consin Central, for instance, compete with the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Chicago and 
Northwestern at even rates? People who are 
traveling always want to take the sbortest and 
best route when there in nothing to be gained by 
taking « less direotline. The Burlington and the 
Rock [sland have other and greater interests to 
protect in other directions and cannot afford 
to cut rates to St. Paul unless they are eom- 
pelled to do so, but itis different with the Wis- 
consin Central and the Obicago, St. Paul and 
Kansas City, who are dependent on their North- 
western business, and must make coneessions 
to the traveling public in order to get a fair 
share of it. 

“The Inter-State Commerce Commissioners 
Say the roads should have more faith in each 
other, but faith would drive some of them into 
baukruptey, The pasaenger-rate problem is not 
solved yet by any means.”

ELEOTRIOCITY ON ANIMALS. 


THEY MAKE LESS OBJECTION TO THE 
ALTERNATING CURRENT. 

At the annual meeting of the Medico- 
Legal Society, held lust night at the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Hotel, Clark Bell waa re-elected President, 
Dr. W. H. Stevenson Vice-President, Albert 
Bach Secretary, and BE. W. Chamberlain Treas- 
urer. The meeting being preliminary to the 


annual banquet, given at the Palette Club 
rooms, 12 West Twenty-fourth-street, there 
were several ladies present. 

The main business of the meeting eutside of 
the election was the consideration of the report 
of the committee, appointed in September, to 
reporten the “Best method of executing the 
law punishing crimimals in capital cases by 
electricity.” The committee reported thai it had 
experimented upon 24 dogs, a horse, and 2 calves, 
using for these purposes at different times both 
the continuous and the alternaiing currents, 
and it was teund that with the alternating cur- 
rent as low as 160 volts would suffice te killa 
dog, aud that with the continuous current a 
mueh higher voltage was necessary to produce 
a fatal eitect. 

Death by the alternating current was without 
@ struggle, while with the continuous current it 
was painfuland accompanied by howling and 
atrugeling. ‘ihe committees expressed the con- 
Viction that all hitherto suggested means were 
open to objection, as either involving burns and 
lacerations, or unnecessarily obtrusive and sug- 
gestive machinery. They tind serious objection 
to an apparatus in which the|prisoner has to take 
a standing position and recommend the recum- 
bent position, on a table covered with rubber, 
or the sitting position, in a chair especially con- 
structed for the purpose. It prefers the latter. 
In this chair the condemned should be securely 
strapped. One electrode should be so inserted 
into the back of the chair that it would impinge 
upon the spine between the shoulders. The 
head should be secured by means of a sort of 
helmet fastened to the back of the chair, and 
to this helmet the other pole, or electrode, 
should be so joined as ta press firmly with its 
end upon the top of the head. The electredes 
should be of metal, from one to four inches in 
diameter, and covered with thick layers of 
sponge or chamois shin. The poles and the skin 
and hair at the potnuts of contact should be thor- 
oughly wet with a warm aqueous solution of 
common salt. 

Adynamocapable of generating an electro- 
motive force of at least 3.000 volts should be 
employed, and a current with @ potantial of 
from 1,000 to 1,500 volts and with alternations 
of not fewer than 300 persscond. Such a cur- 
rent allowed te pass for from 15 to 30 seconas 
would insure death. After extended considera- 
tion the recommendations of the committes 
were unanimously adopted.

THE DUTIES ON FISH. 
RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE SENATE 
FINANCE COMMITTER. 

At its annual meeting yesterday morning 
the American Fishery Association appointed a 
pommittee to appear befure the Senate Finance 
Dommittes and recommend the following 
amendments to the Senate Tariff bill: 

“Dnty on mackerel, 1 cent per pound; on herring, 

resh or pickled, 1 cent per pound; salmon and other 

eae fish. 4gcent per pound; on frozen codtish, 1 
cent per pound; other fish, » cent per pound; cot- 
tonusoed and jinseed oiland iish oils, 10 conts per 
gs lon; De Gras, | cents per pound.” 

Under the present tariff there isa duty of %y 
pent per pound oa preserved, including frozen, 
High, and of 1 cent per pound on piekled herring. 
The Senate vill adds a clause waking 42 cent a 
pound the duty on fresh fish. The increase of 
duty on oils and De Gras is asked in behalf of 
the menhaden fishermen, who -ay their oil is 
being driven from the market by De Gras, a fat

We should demand 
it as aright.” : 

The committee adopted Mr. Babson’s recom- 
mendations for the establishment of a National 
Secretaryship of Fisheries and Marine, to in- 
elude all departments of navigation except the 
mavy and revenue marine; the establishment of 
a vounty of $5 per ten for all vessels engaged 
in fishing, whether in the ocean, lakes, or nav- 
igable rivers, one-half the money to go to the 
Grew and one-half to the owners, providing al- 
Ways that two-thirds the crew sare American 
citizens, and that only American citizens shall 
receive any part of the bounty; the establish- 
ment of a naval reserve, ail American citizens 
Berving in the fisheries or the merchant marine 
being eligible for enrollment for five years 
at $2 a month, and when called into war service 
to receive reguiar naval rates of Wages; 
the passage of a law empowering the President 
to adopt retaliatory measures whenever a [or- 
eign pewer discriminates against any Class of 
Ameri¢an citizens; the admission of all products 
of American fisheries.duty free, whether the 
fresh fish is purchased abroad and imported 
salted or not; the employmentof ouly Ameriean 
citizens ae principal Consular officers; the disso- 
Intion of the monopoly of the Alaska seal fish- 
ery after the expiration of existing contracts; 
the discontinuance of the practice of appointing 
military and naval officers to the eivil marine 
service, and the establishment of the navy upon

FROWNING ON CRITICISMS. 
LITTLE SATISFACTION FOR EX-JUDGE 
SHANNON—A BOUT SOLDIERS’ BURIALS. 

When the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment met yesterday morning ex-Judge 
Robert H. Shannon appeared as a representa- 
tive taxpayer to make sowe protests. First, he 
deciared that three messengers were not neces- 
sary to the Board of Aldermen. Viee-President 
Dowling differed from him on|this matter. Next, 
he said that the salary of the Chief Clerk of the 
Bureau ef Elections, which office John J. 
O’Brien yet fills by the grace ef Police Com- 
missioners French and MeClayve, should be only 
$4,000, instead of $5,000. Mayor Hewitt in- 
formed him that the salary is = enily 
$4,000, and that he should keep better 
posted, Tue undaunted Mr. Shannon 
thought that $15,000 was too much mouey to 
spend for free lectures for the people. Mayor 
Hewitt informed him that under the law one 
lecture a week, from December to May, had to 
be given in each ward of the oity. If they could 
be given for $15,000 their cost would be less 
eowparatively than the cost of the Ceoper 
Union free lectures. Judge Shannon was still 
ina mood to go on, but Mayor Hewitt stopped 
him, telling him that the board would act on 
any zoou reasons for economy, but had no time 
. to listen to captious criticisms. 

The board then passed on a large number of 
the provisional appropriations, making few 
changes. For the burial of soldiers of the late 
war $10,000 was set apart. For each burial the 
city allows $35. 

“That sum might be reduced,” said Mayor 
Hewitt, ‘but for the fact that it has beeome 
understood that this city pays a premium on 
the deaths of soldiers, so the soldiers come here 
to die.’”” 

“ff they are dying off there will soon be no 
more of them,” remarked Deputy Controller 
Storrs, 

“i'm afraid,” responded the Mayor, ‘that 
they will be like the Revolutionary widows. 
But it’s fine for the undertakers.”

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THE BOOKMAKERS’ BOYCOTT, 


TWO JOCKEY CLUBS DECLINE TO AC- 
CEPT THE TURF CONGRESS RULE, 
The union meeting of the Eastern and 
Western jockey clubs held in this city last 


has probably had its work for nothing. It has 
just leaked out at all events that the Coney 
Isiand and the American Jockey Clubs have de- 
clined to stand by the actien of their represent- 
atives at the meeting at which was passed the 
boycott rule against bookmakers, at least in 80 
far as the rule shall apply to individuals who 
are members of a bookmakers’ assoctation. 


The rule, as adopted on Nov. 17 at theSt. James 
Hotel, is as follows: 

Resolved, That the subscribing jockey clubs 
agree that no contract for betting privileges will 
be made with any association of bookmakers or any 
member thereof. 


This rule was agreed to by all the Eastern 
clubs’ representatives ana the members of the 
Turi Congress present. Mr. D. D. Withers of 
the Monmouth Park Association explained the 
rule by saying that 1t meant that no joekey 
club could allow a member of the Turf Alliance 
of this city or the Weatern Bookmakers’ Asso- 
ciation to make a book on its track so long as 
the bookmaker remained & member of the aaso- 
ciation. The bookmakers took things coolly 
after they learned of this action and had al- 
lowed their tirst indignation to cool down a 
bit. Their silence seemed to bode no good for 
the jockey clubs, who get from the *“ bookies” 
nearly enough money to pay the running 
expeuses of their meetings. The business 
men of the Coney Island and American Clubs, 
who had no special grievance against the book- 
makers as bad Col. lark of Louisville, the 
father of the resolution, thought the rule a 
mistake, So they have voted to sceept it only 
after the snapper to the whip, the words ‘‘or 
any member thereof,” are cut off. That is, they 
will agree not to lease their betting privileges 
to any bookmakers’ association, but they wiil 
permit an individual member of such an asso- 
ciation to make a book if he complies with their 
reculations as to terms and proves to be finan- 
ciaily responsible. 

Itis very doubtfulif President Clark of the 
Kentucky Association er President Dwyer of 
the Brooklyn Club will consent to such a 
change, and therefore it is that the work of the 
Turf Congress has gone for nothing. The West- 
ern body is to meet at Cincinnati on the 18th 
inst. to consider the rules formulated by the 
sub-coumitiee ef the Eastern clubs and the 
Turf Congress. The amendment to the boycott 
rule will then be submitted to them, and if they 
accept it—which is pos-ible though not proba- 
bie —all the Eastern clubs may follow suit. That 
would leave the whole matter of betting exaet- 
ly as it was this year in the East. It 1s to be 
hoped, however, that this will not imperil the 
whole set of revised racing rules over which 
so much time and thought has been expended,

Setwright, who was used te rough exposure, 
maintained the tight for life until William Gal- 
way, a fisherman, arrived and rescued him. 
Efforts are being made to find the bodies ef the 
drewned men. Sergt. Darlington was from 
Portsmouth, Ohio. Wilson’s real name was 
Vineburg and his heme is thought to have been 
in Vanada. Pettit, it is understood, was from 
Chatham, N, Y.

Senator RIDDLEBERGER yesterday gave 
notice that he should renew at each morn- 
ing hour for an indefinite period his 
motion to consider in open session the Eng- 
lish extradition treaty. There is very little 
prospect that he will succeed in this mo- 
tion, and it is-a pity that areform so salu- 
tary and so pressing should, for the time, 
be connected solely with a Senator so de- 
prived of common sense ashe. His motive 
for desiring in public session to air his 
views upon extradition with England is by 
no means a creditable one, but it is not the 
first time in our political history that a 
grave abuse has been attacked from an un- 
worthy motive, and it may well be that Mr. 
RIDDLEBERGER’s stolid persistency may 
yet.have some good result. The justice of 
the cause for which the ‘much impor- 
tunity” obtained a hearing is not recorded 
in Scripture as having anything to do with 
the achievement. 








The bill forthe refunding of the direct 
tax collected under the act of Aug. 5, 1861, 
was passed by*the House yesterday by the 
very heavy vote of 178 to 96—within 5 
votes of two-thirds. The Republicans voted 
generally for the bill, andmany Democrats. 
It will take not less than $15,000,000 out 
of the Treasury,.and will give the greater 
part of it to persons who are not a cent the 
poorer for the payment of the original tax. 
As the people-of a certain number of the 
States never paid the tax at all, there 
would be justice in a bill that provided for 
repayment te those who did pay, or to their 
heirs, where the facts can be clearly ascer- 
tained. But after this were done there 
would remain a very large sum to be placed 
ja.the Treasuries of the several States for 
general uses. For such an expenditure of 
money collected from the people generally 
there is no justfication in equity and no 
authority inthe Constitution. The whole 
scheme is largely the fruit of the ingenuity 
and persistency, if of nothing worse, of a 
lobby. It was passed chiefly because mem- 
bers of Congress are afraid to do right 
where they are.liable to be accused of sym- 
yathy with the South. 
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Among the many railroad officials who 
have given expression of late to their views 
on the working of the inter-State commerce 
law is Mr. Frank S. Bonp, Vice-President 
of the Chicago, St. Paul and Minneapolis 
Road. He-credits the heavy falling off in 
the receipts of the principal Western roads 
during the present year to the long and 
short haul restriction and the pooling pro- 
hibition, and thinks that if some relief is 
not granted the smaller companies must 
“inevitably go the wall.” He seems to: 
think that if the other provisions 
of the act relating to ‘ reasonable” 
sharges, discrimination, rebates, secret 
rates, preferences, &¢., are fully enforced 
the two obnoxious sections can be safely 
dispensed with. His suggestions are the re- 
peal of these two sections and the making 
of traffic agreements legal and enforceable 


by‘law, the requirement of the same notice . 


for lowering as for raising rates, and the 
limitation of freight contracts and the use 


of tickets sold by outside agents and deal. | 


ers to fifteen days. With these changes, he 
says, ,the inter-State law will “become of 
great benefit to the public as well as to the 
railway companies, who are equally and 
alike interested in securing reasonable, uni- 
form, and permanent transportation rates 
over all railway lines.” 








A Minnesota Judge presiding ata murder 
trialhas undertaken to instruct the newspa- 
pers as to what they may and may not print 
of the proceedings before him. We very 
much doubt if he has any special compe- 
tence to instruct the newspapers or any 
power to enforce his instructions. They are 
not trying the case, and the court and jury 
are not dependent upon them for in- 
formation regarding each day’s pro- 
ceedings. The jury is not even,supposed 
to know what they are saying. Newspapers 
may affect public opinion, but what has the 
court to do with public opinion in the trial 
of a case, so long as it is not attacked by 
the newspapers? Judge KELLY seoms to 
have lost his head, and the St. Paul and 
Minneapolis newspapers, over which he as- 
sumes a censorship, will do well to keep 
theirs and publish the news according to 
their best judgment and discretion. 








It is melancholy that upon the only occa- 
sion for years when the United States Navy 
has been engaged in actual business, and 
when the eyes of the people were on two 
of its vessels, one of those vessels should 
have stuck ignominiously in the mud and 
refused to budge. Of course this is a mis- 
fortune that might happen to any navy, 
though the depth of water in the Walia- 
bout at all stages of the tide must be a 
matter of common notoricty among the 
officers of the yard, and the load water line 
of the Galena could have been ascertained 
by scientific processes of ng great difficulty. 
The Galena was finally got off, and pro- 
ceeded on her mission of striking terror to 
the hearts of the riotous Haytians, but the 
éclat of the expedition was grievously im- 
paired at its outset. 








The movement forthe suppression of the 
slave trade on the east coast of Africa, 
although it appeals to the best sympathies 
of all nations, is already embarrassed by 
difficulties. The apparent reluctance of 
France to join in, commented on by Connt 
HERBERT BISMARCK, is due to her un- 
willingness to have her vessels searched by 
the naval authoritiesof other powers. Great 
Britain and Germany are eagerly watching 
each other’s colonial plans in Zanzibar, and 
their zeal to engage in the suppression of 
the slave trade may be suspected by some 
of being aided by the desire to accumulate 
a strong naval force in these waters. Even 
‘the international conference on the slavery 
question which the Pope was pushing is 
abandoned, one of the objections to it being 
the large part the Pontiff was playing and 
the suspicion that it would aid in the 
recognition of his temporal power. Still, it 
is clear enough that with all drawbacks, 
the slave trade is doomed on the East 
African coast, at least until another epoch 
of relaxed vigilance comes on. The lamenta- 
ble results of the German attempts to 
establish themselves in Zanzibar mean- 
while continue to absorb attention there. 
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PROTECTION YO AN UNBORN 
DUSTRY. 
The debate in the Senate yesterday on 
the duty oncotton ties was instructive. 
Mr, Hiscock thought it was impertinent 
and that the country would not pay any 
attention to it. He was of the opinion that 
it should be adjourned for four years, 
which givesavery fair notion of the way 
that Republicans of the extreme or the 
duller sort interpret public opinion. The 
Senate substitute is ingeniously bad on the 
particular duty levied on these goods. The 
present duty is 35 per cent. The Senate 
bill provides that ‘‘ hoop or band iron, or 
hoop or band steel, cut to length, or whelly 
or partially manufactured into hoops 
or ties for baling purposes,” “ shall 
pay two-tenths of 1 cent per pound more 
duty than that imposed on the hoop or 
band iron or steel from which they are 
made.” It is difficult to say exactly what 
this duty would'amount to. Several Sen- 
ators stated in debate yesterday that it 
would be equivalent to 108 per cent. Ac- 
cording to the average price of the goods 
imported in 1887, it would be atleast 100 
ver cent. The proposed duty is therefore 
beyond any question about three times the 
present duty. Mr. Hiscock, who is a 
member of the Finance Committee of 
the Senate, undertook to prove that 
this was a less duty than was 
imposed by the House bill. As the House 
bill distinctly includes in the free list 
‘iron and steel cotton ties, or hoops for 
bhling or other purposes no thinner than 
No. 20 wire gauge,” Mr. Hiscock’s task 
-was difficult. The plain facts are that the 
present duty is 35 per cent., that the Mills 
bill repeals that duty, and that the Senate 
bill increases it threefold. It is hardly 
necessary to say that the proposition to 
amend the Senate bill and leave the duty 
asitis was, rejected by a strict party vote. 
Unquestionably it would be very pleasant 
and very convenient for men who are pro- 
posing to make such unjustifiable changes 
as these in a system of taxation already 
onerous to be able to do it quietly and 
without having attention called toit. But 
desirable as this would be for Mr. Hiscock 
and his friends it is fortunately impossible. 
The bill they have prepared will be care- 
fully examined and candidly discussed, 
and its motives as well as its effects will be 
ascertained, described, and criticised as ac- 
curately as possible. If Mr. Hiscock does 
not like it it is his misfortune; he cannot 
prevent it. The particular clause under 
discussion yesterday has several features 
of interest to the public. In the first place, 
it does not apply to cotton ties alone, but 
to all band iron or steel used for baling or 
as hoops. In the next place, it does not 
plainly and clearly fix the duty, but adds 
a duty to another, which is not given in 
figures, so that only an expert can tell what 
the real effect of the proposed action will 
be. In the next place, this trebling of the 
present duty is not made to protect any ex- 
isting industry. It is precisely like the 
duty on tin plates, an ‘effort to ‘make the 
taxed article so hich that capital will in 
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some future time engage in it. It is not to 
promote the growth, but the birth, of an in- 
fant industry that may be said to be not 
yet even conceived. Surely that is ‘ pro- 
tection” run mad. 

The Republican argument in favor of it 
is, it seems to us, a dangerous one, and not 
least dangerous to the party itself. It is 
thatitis the duty of Congress to tax an 
article of general and necessary use not 
made here high enough toinduce Americans 
to go into the manufacture of it, trusting to 
‘‘American competition” to bring down the 
price in the home market afterward. The 
possibility that after the manufacture is 
started those engaged in it, bemg saved 
from all risk of foreign competition, will 
by combination prevent home compoeti- 
tion also is completely ignored. That 
there is a possibility of this can- 
not be denied, because it is exactly 
what has happened in the manufacture of 
structural iron and steel, of refined sugar, 
of borax, of jute bagging, of twine, and in 
varying degrees of a number of other 
things. Surely the Republican Party in- 
curs @ good deal of risk in sustaining 
trusts and combinations already in exist- 
ence. Is it prudent or wise to challenge the 
public judgment on taxation avowedly in- 
tended to give a chance for further evils of 
the same sort? This is nota question of 
“free trade” or protection. Any man 
who wishes to make cotton ties 
to-day can rely on a duty of 35 
per cent. besides the cost of freight, 
insurance, and commissions as a barrier 
against foreign competition. Is not that as 
much advantage as the consumers of an 
article like this ought to be asked to give 
to any manufacturer? The Republicans in 
the Senate think not. They say that this 
question has been submitted to the country 
and that the judgment is in their favor. If 
we wished the party to loseas quickly as 
possible the power it has just regained we 
should ask for nothing better than that it 
act upon this reasoning. 








THE BOSTON CITY ELECTION. 
The city election in Boston on Tuesday 
demonstrated two or three things which 
are of interest to the people of other cities. 
In the first place, it showed very distinctly 
the advantage of separating municipal 
from general elections. At the general 
election in November Boston went Demo- 
cratic by some 9,000 majority, and on 
Tuesday a Republican candidate, approved 
by a meeting of independent citizens, was 
chosen Mayor by a majority of nearly 
2,000. It is altogether probable that 
if the Mayor had been elected at 
the general election Mr. O’Brien, the 
Democratic candidate, would have been 
carried into office by the mere impulse of 
party feeling and a refusal in the midst 
of political excitement to give proper con- 
sideration to municipal interests. We know 
in this city how obstinately a large propor- 
tion even of intelligent and sober citizens 
utterly refused to regard the great inter- 
ests of the city in their blind zeal for 
supporting party candidates. A month suf- 
ficed in Boston and would have sutiiced 
in New-York for the subsiding of party 
passion and the assertion of the citizens’ 
interest in their local affairs. The result 
is a strong argument for the separation 
of municipal elections from those which 
are sure to be determined by mere party 
preferences. . 

The Boston election is a triumph for the 
cause of good local government and inde- 
pendent action on the part of voters. 
When HuGu O’BRIEN was elected Mayor of 
that city four years ago he had to a large 
extent the confidence and support of inde- 
pendent citizens, and for two years he 
showed himself fairly worthy of it by his 
manner of conducting his office. During 
the third year of his administration he was 
credited with fighting the ‘City Hall 
ring,” but his course failed to give general 
satisfaction. A year ago he was re-elected 
for the third time, but by a majority re- 
duced below 2,000. It was virtually a 
party contest. There was a “ citizens’ ” 
movement, but it was rather premature 
and insisted on putting up a candidate of 
its own, who withdrew when the Repub- 
licans refused to accept him. During the 
past year Mr. O’BRIEN seems to have given 
mm to party pressure, and though the old 
“City Hall ring” had been routed, he made 
a political administration, relying on the 
support of a Democratic organization. 
With this support he sought and obtained 
another renomination and stood before the 
people merely as a Democratic candidate, 
with every prospect of a partisan govern- 
ment for the city if he was elected. Mr. 
Tuomas N. Hart, his epponent, had 
been his antagonist at the two 
preceding elections, but only as 
a Republican candidate. This year 
he announced his platform in a pledge 
that in case of his election he would ad- 
minister the affairs of the city ‘faithfully, 
honestly, according to law and for the ben- 
efit of the whole people, without discrim- 
ination on account of creed or color, nativ- 
ity or party,” and that the “offices of the 
city should be taken out of partisan poli- 
tics.” This declaration, made by Mr. Hart 
in his letter accepting the Republican nom- 
ination, placed him on an independent 
footing and won for him the ‘“‘ indorsement” 
of the citizens’ meeting. The issue made 
was that of a non-partisan administration 
of municipal affairs against political con- 
trol of the City Government. The business 
men of Boston to a large extent supported 

HaRT, and he was elected by the independ- 
ent vote. The lesson is a useful one for 
other cities. 

Another point of interest is the School 
Committee contest and thé woman vote. 
The Catholic controversy in regard to the 
school question was rather petty in its act- 
ual origin, but the exclusion of a textbook 
from the public schools because its state- 
ment in regard to the sale of indulgences 
some centuries ago was displeasing to 
Roman Catholics roused the feeling of sus- 
picion that they were assuming too much in 
the control of a system which they are con- 
stantly cendemning as “Godless.” It was 
not so much the incident of the textbook 
as the general attitude of the Catholics 
toward the commen schools, accompanied 
by an unceasing effort to gain as much con- 








trol ever them aa’ possible, that excited the 
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people of Boston. The result of the contest 
was to bring out about 17,000 women, who 
have the privilege of voting for members of 
the School Board, and the election of all 
the Republican candidates, not one of 
whom isa Roman Catholic. The incident 
is certainly significant and interesting. 

In Massachusetts cities the question of 
granting licenses for the sale of liquor 
comes up for decision every year at the city 
elections. Boston is naturally for license, 
but this year the vote was more than two 
to one and the majority more than double 
what it was last year, which is explained 
by the fact that a high-license law was 
passed at the last session of the Legislature. 
The vote shows that many who were op- 
posed to any license under the old system 
are in favor of making a trial of high 
license. This is a fact to be noted by legis- 
lators and politicians in other States. 











MR. FRENCH EXPLAINS, 

Mr. STEPHEN B. FRENCH wanders far 
afield in his attempts to get rid of the 
responsibility of keeping the disgraced 
* JOHNNY” O'BRIEN at the head of the 
Bureau of Elections. We have several 
times pointed out that by persisting in 
voting for Mr. Mort, who stood lowest 
on the eligible lists and was known to be 
guite unacceptable to the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Police Board, Messrs. FRENCH 
and McCrave have in re- 
taining O’BRIEN in an office which 
he was notoriously unfit to hold. 
This charge perfectly true, and 
we have never had the slightest doubt, nor 
has any ratioual human being acquainted 
with the facts ever had the slightest doubt, 
that FrRencH and McCLAVE maintained 
this dead-lock purposely to keep their old- 
time companion and accomplice in office.: 
But to FRENCH all these observations seem 
untrue, and, in fact, he says they are “ lies,” 
using the columns of the New-York Tribune 
for the purpose of freeing his mind on the 
subject. 

He further says that THe Times has 
not always condemned him and his pub- 
lic conduct. There was a ‘time, he says, 
when we commended him. That may be. 
We suppose we are to-day'innocently and 
ignorantly praising the behavior of men 
who will some time turn out to 
be monstrous rogués. In the days 
FRENCH speaks of he was not a 
very conspicuous person inthis communi- 
ty. When he was appointed Police Com- 
missioner we said, we believe, that he was 
not a bad sort of fellow for a New-York 
politician, but that the whole miserable 
dicker which controlled the appointments 
was one Mayor Cooper and all concerned 
ought to be heartily ashamed of. 
Mr. FRENCH imagines, or, to speak 
more . accurately, he asserts without 
imagining or SS elieving anything of the 
kind, that we speak of him asa bad man 
because he took away from THE TIMES the 
police advertising shortly after a certain 
article, sound and excellent, but aispleas- 
ing to FRENCH, had appeared in our 
columns. Has Mr. FRENCH taken the 
police advertising away from THE 
Times? Possibly, but we did not know 
it. In fact, THE Times never had much of 
that advertising, for it went more naturally 
to the Tribune, which was willing to beg 
for it. Mr. FRENCH must find a better 
theory to account.for THE TiMeEs’s refusal 
to believe him to be a good citizen and a 
good Police Commissioner. 

According to our recollection his opposition 
to the Street-Cleaning bill, to which we re- 
ferred the other day, was about the first 
thing that directed public attention to his 
peculiar and objectionable character. His 
action in that matter was precisely like his 
action in the matter of O’BRIEN’s retention 
in office. He opposed the bill for a certainly 
bad reason while pretending to oppose it 
for quite another and possibly good one. 

But we never had an entirely correct un- 
derstanding of FRENCH’s character until at 
the Republican State Convention of 1882 
he exhibited the following telegram : 

NEW- YORK, Sept. 19. 
To the Hon. S. B. French, Grand Union Hotel, 
Saratoga: 

Please act as my proxy at meeting of the State 
Committee and oblige W. H. ROBERTSON. 

This famous ‘forged proxy” exhibited 
Mr. FRENCH to usin his true light. Judge 
ROBERTSON said at the time: ‘I consider 
Mr. FrRENCH’sS conduct a swindle upon the 
committee and an outrage and a fraud upon 
me.” That was the opinion of contempora- 
neous historians and observers, as we 
recollect it; and even Mr. FRENCH 
speedily saw that his attempt to 
make it appear that anybody had really 
imposed upon him with a telegram written 
upon a “sending blank,” and to make an 
incredulous world belisve that there was 
anybody at Saratoga more likely than him- 
self to have perpetrated the fraud, was 
foredoomed to inglorious failure. Since 
this forged proxy incident we have hada 
just appreciation of Mr. FRENCH’s charac- 
ter, and we do him no injustice when we say 
that his reappointment by Mayor GRANT 
would more certainly mark as hopelessly 
corrupt the administration of that magis- 
trate than any other act he could perform. 
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MR. HUSTED’S REFORM. 

There is probably nobody living who is 
better aware than Mr. JAMES W. HustTEp 
both of the necessity of parliamentary 
reform in the legislation of this State and 
of the best means of accomplishing that 
‘result. If it were quite certain that he 
would himself not be a member of the 
Legislature hereafter, nor hold an interest 
adverse to the public interest or separate 
from itin any measures that might come 
before that body, his ante-mortem state- 
ment upon the subject would doubtless con- 
tain suggestions of great value. But his 
appearance, while yet an active legislator, 
in the capacity of a parliamentary reformer 
will affect the public very much as it would 
be affected by the appearance of ‘“‘ Red” 
LEARY with plans and specifications for a 
perfectly burglar-proof safe. 

It is not unfair to Mr. HUSTED to pre- 
sume that when he devised his project of 
appearing as a“parliamentary reformer he 
was still an active candidate for Speaker 
and “had hopes.” By inviting the counsel 
of the disinterested and the expert he

| to the better element, and thereby seeur- 


ing some stray support for the Speakership, 
while at the same time he would be increas- 
ing the power of the Speaker. These re- 
marks may seem uncharitable, but really, 
when Mr. HUSTED expresses a desire to go 
to the Legislature for the annual salary of 
$1,500 and the chance of rendering tho 
State some service there is need of some 
sufficient and weather-proof explanation of 
his course. 

It is at all events plain that all the 
changes proposed by Mr. HUSTED are in the 
direction of enlarging the discretion of the 
Speaker, andit does not seem likely that 
at the present time Mr. HustTep is mainly 
concerned about giving more power to the 
elbow of Mr. FREMONT CoLE. The first, 
and perhaps the most important, change he 
proposes is that bills shall no longer bo in- 
troduced under the call of counties, which 
is an alphabetical order, but that they 
shall be deposited in a receptacle provided 
for that purpose, from which they 
shall be taken out by the Speaker 
and by him distributed to the 
committees to which they properly be- 
long. Such bills as are in the nature of 
general laws shall be sent in the first in- 
stance to a new committee the ‘‘ Committee 
on Legislation,” which shall ascertain 
whether they are ‘‘on their face desirable 
and for the public good.” It this commit- 
tee decides against the bill thatis to be 
the end of it. If the committee approves it 
the: bill goes, as at present, to the Commit- 
tee on General Laws. 


It is easy to see what an enormous addi- 
tion to the power of the Speaker such a 
change in the procedure would make. To 
borrow a phrase from that industry 
which legislation at Albany resembles 
more closely than it resembles any steadier 
and more respectable line of life the reform 
would largely increase “the percentage in 
favor of the dealer,” who in this case is the 
Speaker. He goes through all the bills be- 
fore the Assembly has seen or heard of them 
and he distributes them among committees 
composed by himself. If he were a per- 
fectly wise and good man, tointrust him 
with this power would at most facilitate 
business, But it not within the 
memory of men now living that 
any Speaker of the Assembly of 
New-York has been fit to be intrusted 
with this power. In fact, it isa power which. 
it is not safe to intrust to any. man, for it 
puts the whole business of legislation di- 
rectly under the control and at the mercy 
of the Speaker. The representatives of the 
public in the press would have no way of 
knowing what moasures have keen intro- 
duced, except through the courtesy of the 
Speaker, while the introducers themselves 
of the measures cannot even inquire con- 
cerning the disposition that 
made of them. 
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An Assemblyman who 
has waited for what he _ regards 
as a reasonable length of time to 
be informed of this disposition eould not 
ask a question concerning it on the floor. 
The Assembly has no knowledge of such a 
measure, nor do its records bear any evie 
dence of the introduction of it. The in- 
quisitive member would be likely to be told 
by the Speaker who had pocketed his bill 
that he was not speaking to any question 
before the House, that he was out of order, 
and that he should resume his seat and 
silence. 

The “Commiitee on Legislation” would 
be a very effective appendage to this new 
and dangerous power of the Speaker. The 
business of deciding whether a proposed 
law is for the public welfare is the main 
function of the Assembly itself. With all 
the advantages of publicity and debate the 
Assembly does not perform it satisfactorily. 
Is it likely that it would be any more sat- 
isfactorily performed if it were delegated 
to an irresponsible committee working in 
secret? A member may now call upa bill 
that has been adversely reported from a 
committee, or not reported at all, if he can 
secure a majority vote. But Mr. HustTep’s 
Committee on Legislation could deprive 
him of that chance without any report at 
all by simple inaction. No abuses of the 
present system can be compared to the 
abuse that such a system would constitute 
when a junta composed of the Speaker and 
a committee of his appointment could 
usurp all the functions of the Assembly. 

Upon one or two minor points the scheme 
of Mr. HUSTED and his counselors promises 
The substitution of 
printing for engrossing would do away 
with expense, delay, and humbug, and 
would give rise to no abuses to which the 
present method is not equally liable. The 
provision that netice and an opportunity 
for a hearing shall be given to all persons 
whose interests are affected by any bill is 
highly commendable. But upon the whole 
the change of procedure proposed is the re- 
verse of a reform. It could not be other- 
wise, since a proposition by Mr. Hustrep 
for a reform in legislation would be equiv- 
alent to the Jjannouncement by Mr. Hustrp 
that he had at last, after years of effort, 
hit upon a plan for effectually circumvent- 
ing himself. 











In the interesting speech made by Gen. 
MixLEs to the people of Los Angeles at the 
farewell banquet given before his depart- 
ure to his new headquarters at San Fran- 
cisco he expressed his desire to “live 
twenty or thirty years more” so as to wit- 
ness developments in store for this country. 
He wished to seo ‘the Territories wheel 
into the line of States,” and to “ pass along 
the Pacific coast and see the waters 
whitened by the sails of American ships 
carrying our products to the marts of the 
world; to gaze on a navy that would cor- 
respond to our dignity and not only guard 
our coasts, but be a protection to our citi- 
zens all over the globe. I would like to see 
something more than wooden cannons 
guarding our harbors.” It is to behoped 
that Ger. Mites will not have to wait 
quite so long to find the new fleet at work 
and the harbors protected by modern artil- 
lery. He will certainly not have to wait so 
long to secure the highest prize in our serv- 
ice. In less than seven years, under the 
ordinary operations of retirements, he will 
be the cemmanding General of the army, 
succeeding Gen. SCHOFIELD in 1895; and 
even by that time there should bs many 
good ships and guns at hand.

HOWE, 1HE EXPRESS ROBBER, 


HE JS ARRESTED ON BOARD A TRAIN 
AND ADMITS HIS GUILT. 

Den'ron, Texas, Dec. 12.—Joseph Waller 
of Waco and W. L. Rushing of Fort Worth, two 
officers, arrested Frank Howe here last night 
and started for Waco to-day. Howeis the man 
who robbed the express office at Waco in Sep- 
tember of $4,000. He has been shadowed 
since, and when he bought a_ tieket 
yesterday at Waco for Rochester, Waller 
got on the train and wired to Rushing to meet 
him at Fort Worth. Rushing got on the train 
at Fort Worth, and as they were nearing Den- 
ton asked Waller if he had a warrant of any 


kind. Waller produced an old warrant for a 
horse thief, and on this Rushing arrested Howe. 
He protested he was net the man wanted. 

Howe was taken from the train and searched 
and over $2,500 found on him. He was then 
given tounderstand that it was the express rob- 
bery he was wanted for. He weakened com- 
pletely and acknowledged that he was the thief. 
He was discharged by the company about the 
middle of September and knew then that a pack- 
age containing $4,000 was coming from Austin. 
His successor, J. C. Moore, was installed and 
was given the same combination te the 
safe that Howe previously had. Howe 
learned this and at once planned the rob- 
bery. By hanging around the effice he 
learned the day the package arrived. That 
night he crawled in an open window, went to 
the safe, and opened it without trouble. He says 
he made no noise, and Moore, who was asleep 
on a cot near the safe did not stir. He remained 
about Waco to throw suspicion from himself, 
and thinking he was not suspected started te 
tochester, where be hag friends, to spend Christ- 
mas. He was taken to MeLennan Courty for 
trial.

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OUR MEROHANT MARINE. 


COASTWISE TONNAGE INCREASING, BUT 
FOREIGN DIMINISHING. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The report of 
Mr. C. B. Morton, Commissioner of Navigation, 
for the year ending June 30, 1888, shows that 
the total tonnage of the country required 
to be included im his statistics amounts 
to 4,191,915 tons, and that our merchant 
marine is second enly to that of Great Britain. 
The Commissioner remarks that so mugh hag 
been said as to the decay of our merchant ma 
rine that perhaps a large preportiun of the peo- 
ple of this c~antry have the impression that 
there is but little tonnage luft belonging to the 
United States. This impression is erroneces, 
While the amount is nut so large’ as 
it should be, considering the growe 
of the country, and while its 
true that the foreign-going tunnege is decreas 
ing, the domestic or coastwise tonnage is in» 
oreasing. Since last year there bas been a maw 
terial increase in the vessels in the coasting 


trad6 and «further increase during the nex 
yoar is iooked for. Caalé a similar prediction be 
made regarding she registered tonnage trading 
abroad it would de pleasing to such as have tng 
shipping interests of the United States at heart, 
The truth is, however, that there is little reasom 
te hope fer any sonsiderabis ipcrease in thé 
foreigu-going tonnage whik. the laws remain ag 
at prevent. Ia foreign sountries, and especially 
in Great Britein, the shipyards are busy, apd 
hopes are excited that the depreesion in the ins 
dustry, which has existed since 1883, has passed 
awey. The building of sailing vessele in the 
United States constitutes a large part of tha 
business here, but, in other countries that 
branch of the indastry coatinaaliy Gecreases. 

The tonnage of the United Statex in the for- 
eign trade continues slowly to decrease. I[u 
1856 such tonnage was 2,348,338 tons. Last 
year, for the first cimo, it was reduved to six 
figuret#, namely 989.412 tons. He remarks that 
this decrease shows wotonly loss of trade on 
the part of American vessels, but does away 
with the empioymeut of many seamen and ves- 
sels that would have been engaged In furnish- 
ing supplies for the tonnage had it Seen kept up 
proportionately to the grewtn of the sountrys, 
The shipbulidiog of the United Stinses for the 
next year or twe will be aided very largeir by 
the construction of iron and steel vessvis for 
the naval service. The vessels built in the 
United States last year amounted to 218,086 
tens, thie amount representing 67,637 tons 
more than the tonuage vonstructed the pre- 
vious year. 

An analysis of the colisetion of tonnage tax for 
the year show that foreign vessels coatinue te 
crowd ears ont of the foreign trade even in our 
own ports. British vessels pay the largest pore 
tiena of the foretxn tax. Norwegian sna German 
sailing Vesseis, and Gorman and French steum- 
ships pay @ sonsiderable pertioa of the residue. 
The tax paid by vessels of the Unit«d States is 
legs “Den o quarter of thas paid by British ves- 
sels alone. The business done in our perts by 
the vessels of each nationality is in about the 
same proportion. 

Regrets are vxpressed that the questions in- 
volved in the fisheries dispute between the 
United States and Canada have not been settled 
by negotiation. The Commissioner says that it 
seems that the time has now urrived when re- 
tuliation is inorder and the Cenadians taught 
that two can play a game of obstruction to the 
laws of trade and comity. It is plain that ihe 
Canadians should allow our vessels, permitted 
under our laws to visit their ports for com- 
mercia) purposes, the privileges usually given 
by foreign Guvernments in such cases or that 
very deeided measures should b6 taken to lay a 
burden at leuwst as heavy on Canadian business 
in the United States. 


WORK OF THE REGENTS. 


A NEW OFFICE CREATED AND PROMPT 
LY FILLED. 


ALBANY, Dec. 12.—A quorum of the Re- 
gents of the University came here to-day, as is 
their sustom, to comply with tne law by pass- 
ing upon their annual report before it was sent 
te the printer. Upon arrival they were con- 
frunted with the resignation of Dr. David Mur- 
ray as Secretary of the board, a position he nad 
held since Jannary, 1880. This came with 
startling eifsct, as Dr. Murray’s intention of re- 
tiring was not Known tothem. Whitelaw Reld, 
Daniel Beach, and Charles E. Fitch met with 
Chancellor Pierson in the latter’s office about 
noon and discussed the matter, and the plan 
subsequently adopted was agreed upon there as 
the mest wise. Dr. Murray has been in poor 


health for scme years. His extended trip 
abroad a year or so ago, while it strengthened 
him somewhat, did not bring the renewed health 
he had eougnt. This being the case, his resicna- 
tion was imperative. 

When finaily the Regents got together this 
evening a cordial invitation was extended to 
Gov. Hill so be preseni, Dut he oxcused him- 
self. Lieut.-Gov. Jones and Superintendens of 
Public Instruction Draper met with the 10 
regular Regents wno answered to their names. 
Dr. Murray’s resignation was accepted on mo- 
tion ef St. Clair McElway. Then the proposi- 
tion was made of creating & new »flice and ab- 
sorbing that of Secretary into it, to be known as 
“Secretary of the Board and Director of the 
Library,” thus placing the whole thing under 
a single head. ‘There has in times gone by been 
some conflict between the heads of the law and 
general libraries and this plan,it was urged, 
would prevent any recurrencein the future, 
The matter was unanimously adopted. Then 
Chanceilor Pierson declared thata vote would 
be taken on filling the pesition thus created 
and directed each member to cast a ballot. This 
resulted in Prof. Melvil Dewey, Librarian of 
Columbia College, being chosen without a dis- 
senting vote. The salary was tixed at $5,000 a 
year. 

Prof. Dewey, who bas been here much of the 
time for the pore month looking into the com- 
pletion of the library section of the Capitol, 
will immediately set to work to have the use- 
fulness of the library demonstrated, and make 
it one of the best in the country. On motion of 
Mr. Draper, Stephen B. Griewold was re-elected 
Librarian of the Law Department, and George 
R. Howell, who has beer Avting Librarian of 
the General Library since the death,of Dr. 
Holmes, was chosen to fill that position. The 
Regents are greatly pleased over the results of 
their day’s labors. 








THE UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE, 


THE NINETEENTH CENTURY CLUB DIS- 
CUSSING WHAT IT SHOULD BE. 


The meeting of the Nineteenth Century 
Club was held last evening in the Assembly 
Rooms of the Metropolitan Opera House. The 
subject for diseussion was embodied in an aa- 
dress by the principal speaker, Dr. Dantel G. 
Brinten of the University of Pennsylvania, en- 
titled “The Aims and Traits of a World Lan- 
guage.” Dr. Brinton was fallowed by Prof. 
Charlies E. Sprague, who upheld the advantages 
ot Volapiik, and Prof. Alexander Melville Bell, 
who advocated “World English.” 

Dr. Brinton denied that he had any pet theory 
to demonstrate. It was requisite, in his opin- 
ion, that a congress should be held, composed 
of the representative men of all nations, to 
settle upon some universal language. Three 
theories were now advanced. In the first place, 
the manufacture of a language of whole 
cloth; secondly, the use of an existing janguage, 
and thirdly, ® composite language, or a 
mosaic of all languages. He favored 
the last; the other two—Volapiik and 
its iike and World English he asserted to be im- 
practical, and gave many reasons why, in his 
opinion, they would never be adopted. The 
language that would meet the requirement 
would be composed of half a dozen Eurepean 
contemporaneous tongues, with the bad feat- 
ures of each eliminated and with no sounds 
taken not found in all. 

Prof. Sprague agreed that a Janguage the 
product of one mind was best, and such a lan- 
guage was Volapiik. Already it was successful. 
The speaker cited tacts 1m support of his asser- 
tion that 1t was fast being adopted by civiliza- 
tion. 

Prof. Bell believed the English, with certain 
ehanges and modifications, woula answer all 
purposes. 

At the next meeting of the elub, Jan. 9,a 
paper will be read by William M. Ivins, entitled, 
‘Our Ruler the Politician,” to pe followed by a 
discussion, in which Alderman Conklin and 
‘heodors Roosevelt will participate. 





NO CUP RECORDS WANTED. 

The National Association of Trotting 
Horse Breeders began its annual meeting at 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel yesterday, H. W. T. 
Mali of tnis city presiding. Some 30 of the 127 
active members of this body were present to 
participate in the legislation which was to be 
considered. This narrowed down to the adop- 


tion of a resolution providing that hereafter no 
horse shall be entitled to a record unless it is 
made inarace. This rule was adopted after a 
debate lasting all the afternoon. In order to 
make it etfective, the association’s Executive 
Committee was instructed to wait on both the 
National and American Trotting Associations 
and ask them to co-eperate with them in this 
decision as to records which shall make a horse 
eligibie to be called ‘*standard.” The object 
aimed atis to prevent the obtaining of records 
by trotting for cups offered by associations, the 
“tin cup” being presented in case the horse 
trots better than a stipulated time. The prac- 
tice has been abused, itis claimed, and horses 
have fraudulently entered the 2:30 list on such 
trials. While every breeder is anxious fora 
record for his horses, he prefers to have it an 
honest and indisputable one as a matter of value 
to sire and

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THE GALENA AND YANTIO 
OFF FOR HAYTI. 
LEGITIME SAID TO HAVE OUSTED CON- 
BUL-GENERAL BASSETT—HIS FAC- 
TION SAID TO BE LOSING GROUND. 


Nature yesterday granted the Haytian 
offenders against the United States am unlooked- 
for respite-of tive hours. Early in the morning 
everything was in shipshape for sailing on 
board the Galena and Yantic, the two men-of- 
war ordered to proceed to Hayti to teach our 
island neighbors that the rights of an American 
citizen must and shall be respected. All was 
bustle and excitement at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. Both vessels were to sail at 10:30 
o'clock, and the affair was quite an event, for 
the United States does not send out her vessels 
to settle an unpleasantness every day in the 
week. The docks were crowded with people 
gathered to give the tars a godspeed. 

The Galena was at her dock awaiting the ar- 
rival of Rear-Admiral Luee, and the Yantic was 
moored not far off, in the stream. Just before 
10:30 “ Billy,’ the goat, the mascot of the Ga- 
lena, was enrolled and taken aboard, Almost 
at his heels Game Admiral Luce, who walked 
down the dock and on board the vessel between 
two lines of saluting marines. The tug Catalpa 
‘was alongside the Galena, prepared to assist 
her in working through the intricate passage 
jJeading tothe East River. Orders were given 
to cast off and the tug was started. The Galena 
did not meve and investigation revealed the 
fact that her bottom was snugly imbedded in 
the tenacious mud of Cow Bay. A half dozen 
efforts were made to dislodge her but they were 
ineffectual. There was nothing to do but te 
star in the mud until the tide came in. 

The crowd dispersed to gather again at 3 
o’clock. when the tide had just begun to ebb. 
Again the tug hitched on te the Galena and 
steam was puton. Her stern was still in the 
mud, but resting so lightly that she slid off with 
bat little difficulty. Thesailors on the Boston, 
Chicago, and Richmond were allieyes. On the 
Richmond was a brass band. A big crowd was 
on the wharves. As the Galena moved out of 
the Bay the band played a lively air, the sailors 
cheered, and the offcers doffed their caps. The 
men aboard the Galena cheered in response. It 
was really quite an imposing spectacle as 
ghe eteamed down the river, the Amer- 
jean and Admiral’s fiags flying from her 
mastheads, followed by her smaller con- 
sort, the Yantic. She was recegnized by 
the crowds on the ferryboats as she passed, 
and was cheered several times. No Gifficulty 
‘was experienced in passing ander the Brooklyn 
Bridge, as topmasts had been lowered. Just as 
the sun was setting the two men-of-war passed 
out of the harbor, through the Narréws. 

It was reported yesterday that Consul-General 
Bassett of Hayti has been recalled by the Lé- 
gitime Government, and that Vice Consul-Gen- 
eral Singleton was appointed to succeed him. 
Myr. Bassett declined to say anything apeut the 
matter, and Minister Preston said that he knew 
mothing about it. It was admitted that Mr. 
Bingleton is now Acting Censul-General 

essrs. Lord & Austin did not receive any 
advices from Hayti yesterday. Mr. Lord said 
that he knew nothing about the rumor that the 
steamer Alert that sailed for Inugua on Tues- 
day had any arms or ammunition fer the oppo- 
eition faction in Hayti. The steamer had been 
chartered by F. 8. Elliott, but Mr. Elliott knew 
nothing about a shipment of arms, and both 
gentlemen said they knew that the Captain of 
the boat would not undertake to carry auy 
arms on his own responsibility. Young Charle- 
magne, who has recently returned from France, 
and is known to be in sympathy with the Hypo- 
lite faction in Hayti, sailed by the Alert. 

The purser of the Claribel, which arrived yes- 
terday, said that when he was in Kingston, 
Jamaica, he heard that Gen. Hypolite was at 
Gonaives with 5,000 men, who were ali well 
armed, and that he expected to be joined by 
5,000 more. With these troops he was to start 
on Dec. 2 and march on St. Mare, and thence 
upon Port au Prince. ‘ 

he Légitime Government, it_was said, was in 
a tight fix, as it now had offly Petigoane to 
support it. It was expected that Jeremie would 
espouse its cause, but that place wag waiting to 
see how Jacmel would go, and, when Jacmel 
decided to cast its lot with the north, Jeremie 
followed suit.

TWO STORIES TO CHOOSE FROM. 

Joseph Swift, Vice-President and Man- 
ager of the New-York office of the Diamond 
Match Company, at 157 Duane-street, denied 
yesterday morning that there was any truth in 
the report that the company had been bought 
out by a syndicate of New-York capitalists. 

“TI cannot understand,” said he, “how such 
areport could have originated, for there is no 
ground foerit. The Diamond Match Company is 
astock company incorporated under the laws 
of Connecticut. Of course, any stockholder has 
the right to dispose of his stock, but I am not 
aware of any one having done so.” ° 

“Is itnot true that the Diamond Company 
has virtuaily a monopoly of the match business 
in this country?’ 

“By no means,” was thereply. ‘In 1880 the 
Diamond Company did corral all the then ex- 
isting companies, including the Swift, Court- 
ney & Beecher, and inited them under one 
head, but since that time ether cencerns have 
started up, and there is now considerable com- 
petition. We have entered into ne agreement 
regarding prices with other companies. Matehes 
were never 80 cheap or so good as they are now. 
Asfer imported matches, altheugh there is an 
ad valorem duty of 35 per cent. on them, that 
practically amounts te nothing, for the chief 
cost of matchesis in the packages and in the 
expense of doing business, and not in the value 
of the matches themselves. When the Govern- 
ment did away with the duty on packages the 
result was considerable competition from for- 
eign geeds.” 


WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. 12.—The sale of 
the eontrolling interest of the Diamond Match 
Company’s stock is fully confirmed. By the 
terms of the sale William H. Swift retains the 
Presidency of the company fora term of two 
years, after which he will retire from active 
business. The company will still remain in its 
position at the head of the Match Trust of this 


country. 
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A WATER PIPE BURSTS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 12.—The residents 
on. Hanover-Street Hill were rudely awakened 
from slumber this morning to find themselves 
living in houses fronting upon a deep ravine, 
through which mad waters were rushing in tor- 
rents toward the river. A water pipe had burst 
in the main running from the pumping station 
to Fairmount Reservoir, andthe heavy pressure 
had aided the escaping floed in tearing a pas- 
sage through the streets. The water forced 
through the reat pipe, tore up the earth, and 
spouted high in the air, making a noise resem- 
bling the rumbling of thunder. 

The alarm was quickly spread and half- 
dressed men, womex, and children rushéd to 
their doors and then back into the houses, mak- 
ing speedy preparations to move out. The tor- 
rent cut a deep hole in Division-street, below 
the break, tearing up shade trees by the roois, 
and then rushed downward toward the river, 
Cutting diagonally across the street 1t. under- 
joined a store building as it turned a neat cor- 
ner at the intersection of the two streets, then 
it dug a channel along the east side of Hanover- 
street, close to the see fences, for a dis- 
tanee of 100 feet. Wi @ sudden turn the 
waters coursed to the west side of Hanover- 
street, outting away sidewalks, fenees, and door- 
steps, and washing out half the width of the 
Birvet until an outlet was found for the raging 
flood en the flats at West River street.

DE LESSEPS’S APPEAL FOR AID. 

Although publicity has now been given 
for the first time to the efforts of the Panaroa 
Canal Company to borrow 40,000,000f. on the 
security of its shares in the Panama Railroad 
Company, the facts have been known among 
bankers and capitalists fer seme time. It is 
known that for at least three months past the 
canal managers have tried to borrew this 
amount of money, offering te pledge the rail- 
road stock as collateral Application was first 
made to Berlin bankers, who were unable to 
satisfy themselves that the loan would be a safe 
one. 

Then the canal managers stretched their 
hands beseechingly toward C, P. Huntington. 
He took their case under careful consideration. 
Hie reply was that he would advance the money 
to the Panama Railroad Company, taking its 
stock as collateral. That ineorporation being 
American, he said, he felt that such an advauce 
would be well secured. But he was unable to 
gee his way clear tou making any advance to the 
canal company, Whatever the security. Mr. 
Huntington’s decision and reply were made so 
recently as almost to preclude the possibility of 
negotiations favorable to the company in any 
other quarter since then.

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ARRANGING THE SCALE, 


LIQUOR LICENSES FOR CITIES AND 
TOWNS. 

The commission appointed to revise the 
excise laws succeeded yesterday in solving one 
of its most difficult problems—that of fixing the 
lisense fees for the several classes of the liquor 
traffic, The first point agreed upon was.that 
the minimum license fee for the sale of all 
kinds of liquors, also beer and wines, in cities 
should be fixed at $300, and the maximum at 
$500. For the sale of only ales, beer, and 
wines in cities the minimum license fee was 
fixed at $60, and the maximum at $150. For 
the sale of ales, beer, and wines in towns it 
was readily agreed that the minimum license 
fee should be $40, and the maximum $100, 
Storekeepers’ licenses were bext considered, 
and it was voted that the minimum fee for 
cities should be $75, and thegmaximum $250; 
for the same class in towns the minimum was 
fixed at $50, and the maximum at $150. The 
license fees for restaurants without a bar, that 
sell all kinds of liquors, wines, ales, and beer, 
in quantities less than five gallons, were fixea 
at $100 for the minimum, and $250 for the 
maximum. 

It was decided that the minimum license fees 
for restaurants in towns should be $40 and the 
maximum $100. For druggists’ licenses, to sell 
by prescription only, and not to be drunk on 
the premises, it was agreed. that there should be 
a common fee for cities and towns, and that the 
fee should be $20. If druggists wished to sell 
liquors otherwise than by prescription they 
sheuld be compelled to take out regular saloon 
licenses, 

The commission discevered that it had not 
fixed license fees for the sale of liquors, ales, 
beer, and wines in towns, and placed the miai- 
mum fee at $100 and the maximum at $200. 
This was carried by a vote of 2 to 1. Messra. 
O’Brien and Stern voting in the affirmative, Dr. 
Crosby voting in the negative, and Messrs. 
Kruse, Smart, and Thomann refraining froin 
veting. 

Dr. Crosby, as the Chairman, called for a sec- 
ond vote; but the result was the same, except 
that Mr. Smart voted in the affirmative. Mr. 
Kruse then offered the following resolution: 
‘That the principle of local option in towns 
and cities by a direct vote at a time at whieh no 
other election is held shall be recognized in the 
proposed law.” This provoked a great dea) of 
discussion, but before any rote could be arrived 
at the commission adjourned to meet again at 
10:80 o’cleck this morning.

Preble against Bates & Walley was resumed in 
the United States Circuit Court this morning, 
with Edward Preble, the misguided son of the 
impeverished plaintiff, on the stand. Edward 
Preble didn’t look at all like a man who weuld 
lose his money in reckless stock speculations, 
much less rob his mother of a comfortable 
fortune and squander it in blind obedience to 
the instructions of others. He is very manly in 
appearance, with a good healthy color and 
powerful chest and voice, and he gave his tes- 
timony witha confidence and shrewdness that 
withstood the keenest of cross-examination. 
His testimony was mainly devoted to the de- 
tails of stock transactions between himself and 
the firm of Batee & Walley, and stripped of the 
verbiage of question and answer, revealed a 
strange story of the deception and rebbery of a 
leving and contiding motner. 

He began speeulating with Bates & Walley, he 
said, in California stocks in 1879, and first took 
stock belonging to his mother in the Fall of that 
year, and then first took charge of the key to 
the box containing his mother’s securities. By 
the Sammer of 1882 he bad lost in speculation 
his own money and $60,000 in stocks and bonds 
belonging to his mether. From his testimony it 
&)peared that during that time he was aware of 
his approaching rum. <A large pile of 
checks bearing nis signature, dumped on 
the table ig court by counsel, were eloquent 
testimony to his reckless extravagance. Dur- 
ing this time he lived in Beaeon-street, dreve a 
dog cart, and became a member of the Union 
and Miopia Hunt Clubs. Asked if he did not 
tell his mother when she referred to his expen- 
sive style of living that he was making money 
in mining stocks, young Preble admitted that 
he did misrepresent the case to her. After the 
erash came. he said, he made a precarious liv- 
ing as a canvasser for books and a writer for 
magazines, and 1s now elerk in a law office. The 
case Will be argued to-morrow. 


Edward Preble is not, as was stated yesterday, 
a grandson of Commodore Edward Preble, United 


States Navy, who died in 1807. He is the son of 
Judge William Pitt Prable, whe was a distant 
connection of the Commodore. 





ENNIS AGAIN IN TROUBLE. 
Mayor Chapin of Brooklyn is soon to be 
petitioned to remove, or at least discipline, 
Fire Commissioner Ennis for his action in de- 
tailing firemen to perform menial labor at his 
home. Ennis lives at 223 Ainslie-street, in the 
Eastern District, and Chester D. Burrows, a 


wealthy citizen, lives at 219. He is one of the 
complainants and his wife is another. Mrs. 
Burrows says sbe has seen Michael McGuinness, 
afireman attached to Engine No. 13, actasa 
servant to Mrs. Ennis, put in coal and oart away 
ashes from the Ennis house, grade and pave the 
yard, lay out flower beds, and make doors for 
the barn in Commissioner Ennis’s back yard. 
Firemen from Engines Nos. 12 and 17, it is 
charged, have also done similar work about 
Ennis’s house. Several other residents of the 
neighborhood have joined Mr. Burrows, and 
will attempt to have the Fire Comnaissioner’s 
illegal actions stopped. 

Enpnis denied that§firemen or any one else had 
performed any work at his house for ever a 
year. He courted an investigation by the 
Mayor, although he didn't think it was any- 
body’s business as to what temporary duty he 
assigned firemen. 


PAYING FOR NEW PARKS. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court 
has accepted the report ef the Commissioners 
appointed to acquire title to land for the new 
parks in the annexed district, and ordered that 
the amounts alliewed by the Commissioners be 
paid within four menths, except for certain 
parcels in regard to which objections have been 
filed. Presiding Justice Van Brunt and Judge 
Barrett signea the order. George MeKittrick, 
the commission’s stenographer, is allowed 
$3,727 80, but the claims of Gen. James C. Lane, 
civil engineer, for $101,633 90, and of civil en- 
gineer Robert L. Waters for $106,998 10 are 
not allowed. The objections to the report will 
be heard Jan. 18. 

Among these in regard to the estimates for 
whose property objections will be heard are 
Pelham Bay Park, C. & Wood, allowed $102,- 
126 95; estate of Philip Schuyler. allewed 
$37,150; town of Pelham, allowed $8,000 for 
City Island Bridge and tollhouse; Bronx Park, 
estate of Ann Bolton, claimed by East Side and 
Mount Vernen Railway Company, allowed 
$264,195. , 


TO BE TRIED A SECOND TIME. 

Judge Beach of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday listened to argument by Jeseph H. 
Choate and Col. Ingersoll on a motion to open 
the judgment by default in W. H. M. Sanger’s 
suit against the stock brokerage firm of Sey- 
mour, Baker & Co. The case was tried last 
week, and a judgment for $48,730 entered in 
Sanger’s favor, he claiming that he had a con- 
tract with the firm to manage its branch busi- 
ness at the Albomarile Hetel at a salury of 
$1,000 a month for four years, Mr. Choate 
showed to the satisfaction of Judge Beach that 
on the day the case came up he was actually 
engaged in the trial ef another suit. Judge 
Beach announced that he would make an order 
putting the case on the trial calendar fora cer- 
tain day in the first part of January, and that 
no excuse of not being ready would be received. 
Both distinguisheé counsel declared this dispo- 
sal of the matter was satisfactory.

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NO SPEOIAL DANGER. 


Alternating Currents in Electric Light Wires. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Ihave been favored by a correspondent 
with an article printed in your paper describing 
an experiment made by one Harold P. Bréwn at 
the Edisen laboratory, in Orange, N. J., with 
the alternating ourrent, and as your journal and 
others are likely to be misled, the public tnter- 
eats injured, and very extensive vested interests 
also injured, I think it due to those whom lI 
represent to ask the indulgeace of your columns 
for some remarke on that subject. 

It is generally understood that Harold P. 
Brown 1s conducting these experiments in the 
interest and pay of the Edison Electric Light 
Company; that the Edison Company’s business 
can be vitally injured if the alternating current 


apparatus continues to be as successfully intro- 
duced and operated as it has heretefore been; 
and that the Edison representatives from a 
business point of view consider themselves 
justified in resorting to any expédient to pre- 
vent the extension of this system. 

To show the absurdity of connecting the ox- 
periments made at Mr, Edison’s laboratory at 
Orange, N. J., with the commercial use of oelec- 
tric currents it is only necessary to call atten- 
tion to the manner in which the current was 
applied. To use a simple illustration, a piece of 
lead weighing one ounce may strike the human 
body with great force in any one of 100 
plases without preducing any permanent in- 
jury, and even when fired from a rifle must 
enter one of the tew vital parts to have fatal 
effect, although when se directed it is per- 
fectly easy to produce instantaneous 
death. The method of applying the our- 
rent used in these experiments was care- 
fully selected for the purpose of producing 
the most startling effects with the smallest ex- 
penditure of current, and regardless of any 
connection between the nature ef the current 
and the special and extraordinary means used 
te apply the current for these experiments. 
The parts brought under the action of the our- 
rent were not only those most easily affected by 
it, but were so carefuily placed in the circuit as 
to receive ashock such as would be utterly im- 
possible if the current were applied in any ordi- 
nary or accidental manner. In order to injuri- 
ously affect any organ of the body it is 
necessary that a certain quantity or volume of 
current pass through it for @ greater or 
less time dependent upon the amount of 
the current. To thoroughly appreciate the 
case It must be understood that the current is 
increased to o given pressure in exactly the 
same propertion as the resistanee offered to its 
passage is reduced. It was for this reason that 
® vital part of the pody was selected (in the ex- 
periments at Mr. Edison’s laboratory) that 
could be reached by the current without trav- 
ersing any considerable portion of the body, 
and in addition to this the resistance of the con- 
tacts was made as low as possible by giving 
them a large surface and moistening the parts 
where the electredes were applied. The result 
of this carefully arranged plan was that a large 
quantity of the current was made to pass 
through sensitive portions ef the brain and 
spinal cord. The same current applied to any 
other portion of the body weuid not have been 
likely to produce any injurious result, and, 
moreover, in order to produce such a cur- 
rent it would have been necessary to very 
greatly increase the electromotive force, 80 
that, instead of 700 volts, us claimed in the case 
ef these experiments, several thousand would 
have been necessary to have the same effect. 
The usual points of contact in accidental shocks 
received from electric ¢irsuits are through the 
hands or some other portion ot the body pro- 
tected by tissues of greater or less thickness, 
and, as a matter of experience, it has been 
found that pressures exceeding 1,000 volts can 
be withstood by persons of ordinary health with- 
outexperiencing any permaxent inconvenience. 
Further, the alternating current is less danger- 
ous to life, from the fact that the mo- 
mentary reversal of direetion prevents 
decomposition of tissues, and injury can only 
result fromthe general effects of the shock; 
whereas, in a continuows current there is not 
only the injury from the latter cause but a posi- 
tive organie change from chemical decomposi- 
tion, much more rapid and injurious in its ef- 
fects. Alarge number of persons can be pro- 
duced who have received a one-thousand volt 
shock frem alternating currents without injury, 
and among them a wireman became insensibie 
and held his band in contact with the wires for 
a peried of three minutes without fatal results 
—in fact was able to go on with his work after 
a short period. 

We have no hesitation in charging that the 
object of these experiments is not in the inter- 
est of science or safety, but to endeavor to cre- 
ate in the minds of the public a prejudice 
against the use of the alternating eurrents. The 
Edison Company, whvu are to be benefited by 
the dissemination of literature of this charac- 
ter, in their annuai report, issued this Fall, 
show that during the past year they sold of 
their continuous current, 230 volt apparatuses. 
for central stations, to the extent of 44,000 
lights for the current year. The Westinghouse 
Electric Company during tbe month of October, 
1888, alone, received orders for 48,000 
lights for central station use on the 
alternating current system, 25,000 of which 
were for use in Lendon, where the laws with 
reference to the distribution of electricity are 
more carefully scrutinized than they ever have 
been in this country. Since the Westinghouse 
Electric Company began its business it has sold 
more central station plant on the alternating 
current system than all of the other electric 
eompanties in the country put together have of 
the continuous current system. This large busi- 
ness has been mainly due to the fact that the 
alternating current system permits the use of 
an electro-motive foree which brings the 
price of ineandescent lighting within the 
reach of the multitude and enables ceatral sta- 
tion companies to distribute their current over 
any desired area, such as, for instance, the city 
of New-York ana other large places, 

One word more with reference to the alter- 
nating system: It not only permits the use of a 
current of 1,000 volts for street mains, but re- 
quires its conversion into currents of 50 volts 
or less for house-wiring. The converters are so 
constructed that the primary or street current 
can never by any possibility enter the house. 
With the Edison system the pressure is about 
230 volts, and while no person eoming in con- 
taet with the alternating current as used for 
domestic lighting would be aware of its pres- 
ence, with the Edison system the shock would 
be painful if not absolutely dangerous, if the 
person were at all delicate? 

We believe there should be reason and right 
in all things and that this company is perfectly 
justifiea in drawing the attention of the public 
to the reasons why Harold P. Brown conducts 
his experimeuts with alternating currents in 
tbe manner stated at the laboratory of Mr. Edi- 
son, since, if that company cannot counteract 
the inroads made into their business by the 
alternating system, they must neeessarily 
continue to oecupy an inferior place, and 
the protection of their vested interests 
has led them to use, as correct and proper, 
any methods that under other circumstances 
would haraly be resortedto. The Westinghouse 
Electric Company has introduced ita alternat- 
ing system at the present time into 130 central 
stations in this country and Canada, all within 
the brief period of two years. Thirty-six of 
these stations have increased their plant by or- 
dering additional apparatus from this company 
after having started witb their initial order, and 
we feel justified 1n saying thatin additien to our 
own experience with the alternating system the 
business would not have had this enormous and 
rapidly increasing growth if there had been 
connected with 1t the dangerous features which 
Mr. Harold P. Brown and his associates of the 
Edison company so loudly preelaim. 

Finally, we shall be glad to have you send an 
expert connected with your waluable paper, 
who is disinterested and competent, to investi- 
gate, free from prejudice, the subject of the 
alternating and continuous currents. We will 
afford him every opportunity to satisfy himsolf 
of the vast superiority as to safety and ecen- 
omy of the alternating system.

HINIS FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 


AMENDMENTS TO RULES SUGGESTED BY 
THE BAR ASSOCIATION. 

A meeting of the committee appointed 
by the last Assembly to revise the rules of the 
House for the purpose of improving the pres- 
ent “colonial” methods of legislation was held 
at the rooms of the Bar Association, at 7 West 
Twenty-ninth-street, on Tuesday night. Of the 
committee, whieh consists of Messrs. Husted, 
Hamilton, Blumenthal, Saxton, Sheehan, and 
Weed, the first-named three gentiemen were 
present. Chairman Husted had offered the asso- 


ciation this opportunity to suggest any changes 
which it considered advisable. 

Simon H. Stern, Francis M. Scott, George 
Walton Green, and Jehn B. Pine represented 
the association. The following suggestion 
was Made and discussed by them: 


The abolition of the system of engrossing Dills, 
substituting therefor the practice of having the 
bills printed in all stages, each bill to be printed 
and numbered when introduced and reprinted when 
amended, retaining the same printed number, how- 
ever, from first to last. 

Of the thousand or more bills whieh are an- 
nually introduced into the Assembly at least 75 
per cent. are of a private, local, or special char- 
acter. The unavoidable effect of such a mass of 
proposed legislation is to ineumber the files of 
the House and to retard the progress of bills of 
a@ general charucter. It was therefore suggested 
that it shall be the duty of the Clerk, subject to 
the direction of the Speaker, to classify all bills 
upon their introduction as ‘General’ or 
“Special,” including in the latter elassifica- 
tion all bilis notef a distinctly zeneral char- 
acter, and to place all bills so classified —— cal- 
endars designated as the “General Calendar” 
and ‘Special Calendar.” 

Other suggestions were these: 

, AD amendment limiting the introduction of bills 
and the presentation of resolutions and petitions to 
one day specified in each week. 

An amendment to the rules previding that no spe- 
cial, private, or local bill be placed upon the calendar 
or referred to a committee unless accompanied by a 
petition, under oath, stating the reasons why 
the bill is necessary, the laws, if any, to be 
amended by it, and the names and residences 
of the party or parties most directly affected 
by it; that such petition accompany the Diil 
when referred to a committee: that such 
committee, when requested by the introducer, fix a 
day for a hearing on such bill, and that such hearing 
bejhad on the day specitied only updn proof of service 
of at least five days’ notice thereof upon the parties 
named in the petition as most directly affected by 
the bill, and upon such others as the Chairman of 
the committee may direct. 

That an order of business for each day be printed 
in a set form, and only the business specified on the 
order be considered on that day. 

That all bills shall be referred to anew committee, 
called the Committee on Legislation, for examina- 
tion as to form and constitutionality. 

That a bill may be introduced at any time by 
oan placing it in a box in charge of the a 
clerk, and that all bills so filed shail have the first 
reading on Tuesday; that Wednesday shall be de- 
voted to bills in second reading and Thursday to 
bills in third reading, the number and title of such 
bills to be specified in the general order of business. 

The concurrent action of both houses will be 
necessary for the adeption of these changes. The 
Assembly committee, as soon as the Legislature 
convenes, Will ask for the appointment of a sim- 
ilar committee from the Senate in order that 
the recommendations may be subnaitted for 
final action by the Senate committee.

Mr. Thurber had carefully prepared a statement 
on “Competition versus Combination,” whicn 
he submitted to the committee as his views on 
the subject under inquiry. His experience had 
led him to believe that in the long run the com- 
Petition of capital with capital will protect’ he 
public. Indeed, the share that capital re- 
Seives in the profits of preduction and distri- 
bution is generally lessening, while that of 
labor is increasing. The wages of labor in un- 
Organized and crowded occupations might be 
oe down to an unreasonable limit. Com- 

inations tended to improve the quality of 
products, while competition tended to debase it. 

The witness made a distinction between 
trusts, corners, and trade associations. Trusts 
are the most permanent form of organization. 
Corners are usually of a temporary character. 
Trade associations are usually organizations 
for the purpose of regulating prices, terms, and 
other conditions. He had always been friendly 
to co-operative action in any form. 

It was practically admitted by Mr. Thurber 
that one effect of the Sugar Trust was to kill 
competition. For instance, there were five re- 
fineries not in the ring, and they sell at the 
same price as the trust. The advance in raw 
sugar immediately after the fermation of the 
trust was not, said Mr. Thurber, due to it. It 
‘was simply unfortunate for the trust that the 
rise ocourred when it did, owing in a@ measure 
te competition between cane and beet sugar 
men. It did not strike him as queer that the 
Grocers’ Association should start up immedi- 
ately after the perifsction of the Sugar Trust. 
Sagar was shown to be the basis of the combi- 
nation because it was the largest produc: dealt 
in by grocers. 

The investigation was suddenly switched off to 
the Copper Trust by the calling of John Stanton 
and the putting in evidence of a copy of the 
contraet between the Atlantic Mining Company, 
&® Michigan corporation, with which he is, iden- 
tified, and the famous French syndicate. This 
interesting decument bears date April 19, 1888, 
and is for a period extending from May 1.1888, 
te Dec. 31, 1890. The mining company agrees 
to deliver its entire output, estimated at 4,500,- 
000 pounds per annum, at 13 cents per pound, 
cash on delivery in this city, and half of the net 
profits above that price. The sellers are also 
to act as agents of the syndicate without charge 
or commission. Mr. Stanton said he was satis- 
tied that a similar contract had been made with 
@ majority of the mining vompanies in this 
country. He was of the opinion that the 
Anaconda Mine, in Montana, had not been swal- 
lowed by the syndicate, and was belng run in- 
dependently by California men. 

The arrangement with the syndicate was ex- 
tremely satisfactory to the producers, and their 
only fear was that the ench combination 
would collapse. The effect of the deal had been 
to steady prices, stimulate production in this 
country, and increase the visible supply abroad. 
The priceon the open market here was 17%. 
The syndicate controlled the market, andif it 
should order the price doubled the producers 
woula acquiesce. The annual copper produet 
of the worid last year was 252,000 tons, 92,000 
being the product of this country. With the 
exception of the year 1886 production has 
gradually increased in the United States sinee 
1845, when it was 100 tons. Mr. Stanton inti- 
mated tbat the yield this year would equal 
100,000 tons. There was no eorresponding in- 
crease of consumption. Menopoly caused this 
condition, but the witness did not fear business 
trouble from the vast accumaolation of copper 
on the other side. 

Charles Rath, a copper breker, referred to the 
copper cerner asa consolidation of interests. 
The French syndicate did not control the whole 
8upply here, as there was a certain quantity on 
the market whieh might be tommned gambling 
copper. He declared that the syndicate was the 
result of speculation, and the effeet was to keep 
up prices even if the tendency was downward. 
There was no danger of the price being put 
down unless the purpose was to crush outa 
rival. The best evidence to the broker’s mind 
that the syndicate was master of the situation 
here was the fact thatit was underselling the 
market one cent, as its price was 1612 cents per 
pound. 

Mr. Stanton was recalled long enough to state 
that he did not consider he was a member of 
the syndicate; in fact, he did not know that 
anybody in this country had an interest in 1t. 

The senior member of the tirm of Mendel & 
Tompkins, Burling-slip, brokers, said he con- 
sidered the policy of the syndicate very risky 
for the syndicate, but nut dangerous to the con- 
sumers. During the last 10 years the cost of 
production has been materially lessenea. Cop- 
per can now be smelted and delivered here at 
6% centa per pound, and there would bea good 
profit if the selling price was 10 cents per 
pound, 

fhe Cotton Bagging Trust was probed by the 
committee through the medium of Appleton 
Sturgis, who was before the Senate committee 
at Washington some time ago and persisted in 
declaring that atrust wassimply “asympathetic 
movement.” Mr. Sturgis proved an interesting 
witness. He explained the origin and growth 
of the “sympathetic movement” he repre- 
se .cd,and made no benes of the fact that he 
considered 1t a good thing—for himself and his 
associates. There was in this country machin- 
ery enough to turn out sufficient bagging to 
cover one cron and a halt of cetton. The ma- 
chinery was imperted ana the raw material 
was imported also. The full capacity of the 
mills was between 60,000,000 and 70,000,000 
yards. The object ef the ** sympathetic move- 
ment” was to get control of the market, and he 
and his colleagues had practically done so. 
They tound it much pleasanter than cutting 
each otber’s throats. They did not bag quite as 
much game as they exected because they un- 
derestimated the supply of cheaper bagging and 
second-hand material which had been pushed 
into the market. 

The movement, he said, was the result of the 
Mills bill. The bill was a direct blow at the 
monopoly and would have killed the business. 
The price of bagging ranged frem 61g to 7 cents 
per yard before the monopoly took hold and 
then the price was fixed at 1232 cents. That 
Was moderate. There was no reason why the 
price could not have been increased te 25 or 40 
cents. He was asked whether, now that the 
Milis bill wason the shelf, there was any rea- 
son the monopoly should not disgorge its profits, 
He thought the most serious objection was 
that the monopoly could bot determine 
where the money should be distributed under 
that proposition. Even if the source of 
the profits could be ascertained it was not like- 
ly that the monopoly would refund a dollar. He 
thought that under oe tariff protection the 
monopoly might safely reduce the price to 9

cents per yard. Mr. Sturgis was finally made to 
admit that the “sympathetic movement” was a 
corner for this year’s crop. He was asked what 
he paiahis labor. Ae thought it wae between 
80 and 90 cents per oy A hen the monopoly 
closed a mill wero the laborers pensionedt No, 
the “sympathetic movement” not extend to 
the common laborer. 

Broker Goodharét of Bond-street was called 
as “a victim of the Whisky Truat.” He deals 
in the certificates of the Western distillers’ com- 
bination. Dividends are pald by the Central 
Trust Company at the rate of three-elghths 7 
cent. per month. They have declined from 50 to 
$81,1n the market, and the speculative public 
did not seem to have confidence in the stability 
of trusts. 

The committee, it was announced, would prob- 
ably terminate its investigation to-day after ex- 
amining half a dozen witnesses from Buffalo 
about elevator charges. 





ANOTHER NOBLE GIFT. 


JOHN JACOB ASTOR TO ENLARGE 
THE CANCER HOSPITAL. 

It was announced by the managers of the 
New-York Cancer Hospital yesterday that Mr. 
John Jacob Astor had signified a desire 
to supplement his already munificent 
gifts te the institution by erecting a pa- 
vilion to be devoted exclusively to the use 
of men suffering from cancer. The present ac- 
commodations previde for women alone. The 
new building will cost, it is estimated, not far 


from $150,000. The entire amount of Mr. As- 
tor’s gifts to the hospital exceed $300,000. . 

The wife of Gen. Cullum, another of. the 
founders of the institution, left by her will 
which, 
when available, should be devoted to the ereetion 
of a chapel in connection with the hospital. 
This money, some $50,000, is now in the hands 
of the Trustees. Werk on the Cullum chapel 
and the new pavilion, which Mr. Astor desires 
to be a memorial of his wife, will pro- 
ceed as s800n as the architect, OC C. 
Haight, has prepared the necessary plans 
and the other preliminary arrangements 
have been completed. The Trustees have long 
contemplated the erection of a pavilion for 
mule patients, but it has only beceme possible 
through Mr. Astor’s generesity. While the in- 
stitution has a valuable property, including 
land sufficient for the male pavilion and chapel, 
itis without means to meet the current ex- 
penses, with the exception of the income from 
the endowed beds, the small amount received 
from the few paying patients, and contributions 
from the general publie. 

The hospital has just celebrated its first anni- 
versary, it having opened for the reception of 
patients Deo. 7, 1887. During its year of exis 
ence 261 wemen have been received and treated, 
of whom 80 were discharged cured—a very 
large percentage when the serious nature of the 
disease is considered. There are at present 
three wards in operation, containing 33 patients, 
under the care of 15 nurses, in additien to the 
large corps of house and visiting physicians, 
In addition to the wards which are used entirely 
for charity patients there are a number of pri- 
vate rooms occupied by the paying patients, 
who thus secure special attention and treat- 
ment, impossible elsewhere. 

The project of establishing a special hospital 
for the treatment of cancer, which was com- 
menced in 1884, will have been carried out 
most effectively upen the completion of the 
men’s pavilion. The sitvation is healthful and 
attractive, opposite Central Park, and the 
grounds are ample, embracing as they do a lot 
fronting om Eighth-avenue and extending 200 
feet on One Hundred and Firth and One Hun- 
dred and Sixth streets. The building is 
French Gethio and is of Bellvilie sand- 
stene and red pressed brick. The present 
pavilion has accommodation for 70 patients, and 
contains the administration offices, surgeons’ 
and nurses’ living rooms, an operating theatre, 
and the kitchen and dining rooms on the top 
floor. The system of ventilation is admirable— 
@ point of vital importance in a building de- 
signed for the treatment of a class of diseases 
in which purity of airis essential. It has been 
found thatthe air of each ward ean be changed 
completely with closed @oors and windows 
every tive minutes, and that, toe, without pro- 
ducing annoying and dangerous draughts, 
Fresh airis introduced in the outside walls at 
openings between the windows, and the vitiated 
air removed through on iron column in the cen- 
tre of each apartment, which is connected with 
@ powerful fan in the cellar. 

he feature of the hospital which is worthy 
of special notice is the circular form of the 
wards. The New-York Cancer Hospital is the 
tirst hospital building erected in this country 
with wards of this description. This form has 
been adopted abroad in the large Stuyvenberg 
Hospital in Antwerp, and also in the Miller 
Memorial : Hospital, Greenwich, and Hamp- 
stead Hospital, England, and is believed to be 
vastly superior to the usual parallelogram 
shape. Experience has shown that for warda 
40 feet in diameter built in towns with ac- 
commodations for 13 patients in each ward 
the circular form presents unquestionable ad- 
vantages. Ample light is seeured by the ex- 
posure on threessides of the ward, the ab- 
sence of angles and corners promotes cleanli- 
ness, the patients are under the immediate ob- 
servation of the nurses to'a degree impossible 
with the parallelogram form, the radiate ar 
rangement of beds permits ampler space be- 
tween the heads of the beds, and, lastly, but 
not less important, the very cheerful aspect of 
wards of this construction 1s not without avail 
in depressing illness. 

In addition tothe pavilion there is at pres- 
ent on the preperty adetached building for 
boilerhouse, laundry, and servants’ dormitories. 
Also a small mortuary. 

The convenient and compact arrangement of 
the main building, its well-lighted corridors and 
staircases, the abundance of sunlight and fresh 
air, the simple and eminently successful system 
of ventilation, heating, and plumbing, and the 
adoption of the eircular instead of the rectan- 
gular form of wards marka new departure in 
hospital construction and make this admirable 
structure a model of its kind.

VALUE OF THIRD-AVENUE PROPERTY. 

Yesterday’s was the eleventh session of the 
commission in elevated railread condemnation pro- 
ceedings upon the Renwick property at 1,322, 
1,324, and 1,326 Third-avenue. As explained by 


the Commissioners it is being contested as a case 
which will establish a precedent for action in the 
thousands of cases that remain to be adjudicated. 

The testimony offered yesterday tvas that of ex- 
perts in real estate values. From these it appeared 
that there had been a decline in values in Third. 
avenue from 1874 to 1878-9 and a subsequent rise 
to about the values of 1872. The Renwick prop- 
erty was stated by William E. Haws to have been 
worth $22,000 in 1870 for each of the three lots and 
buildings, of which $10,000 was the value of each 
ot the lots and $12,000 of the buildings. In 1877-8 
their values were, respectively, $8,000 each for lots 
and buildings, and now the lots were worth $20,000 
each and the buildings $8,000 each.

PLAN FOR A STATE NAVY, 


THE MEASURE WHICH IS PROPOSED 
FOR THIS STATE. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation yesterday Aaron Vander- 
bilt, forthe Naval Militia Committee, reported 
that while the committee was at werk on a bill 
Secretary Whitney sent it the draft of an act 
specially designea for adeption in the State of 
New-York. This draft, very slightly modified, 
was submitted to the board as the committee’s 
idea of what the New-York law on the subject 
should be, 

This proposed bill provides fer the enrollment 
in the naval militia of men engaged in naviga- 
tion, ship owners and their employes, yachta- 
men, and ex-officers and former enlisted men of 
thenavy. There shall be allowed the following 
battalions of naval militia, organized by vel un- 
tary enlistrfient, for the defense of coasts and 
harbors, viz.: Three battalions of naval, re- 
serve artillery and a naval reserve terpedo 
cerps of one battalion. The naval militia shall 
be commanded by an efficer,: who shall have 
power to appoint a staff. Each battalion of 
artillery shall be commanded by a Lieutenant- 
Commander, and shall consist of 4 batteries, 
each commanded by a Lieutenant, and contain- 
ing a Lieutenant of juntor grade, 2 Ensigns, 
and 80 petty officers and men. The torpedo 
battalion shall be similarly officered in ite 4 
companies, except that each shall have 2 junior 
Lieutenants and 64 petty officers and men, 
divided into 4 crews. Each crew must contain 
at least 2 men with a practical knowledge of 
electricity and 2 with a knowledge of steam 
machinery. Each battalion shall have a suita- 
ble staff. 

The organization of the naval militia shall 
conform to the national laws and the discipline 
shall be as near that of the navy as possible. 
When the Government is ready to supply ma- 
terials for instructien ana drill the Governor is 
authorized to make the necessary arrange- 
ments, The duty of the militia, required by 
law, may be performed afloat in United States 
vessels, but when compensated by the Govern- 
ment for service officers and men shall net dur- 
ing the same time be entitled to allowarces 
from the State. The Governor is authorized to 
apply to the President for tne detail of naval 
officers as inspectors and instructors. The rank 
of naval militia officers shall correspond to the 
grades in the National Guard as follows: Com- 
Mander with Lieutenant-Colonel, Lieutenant 
Commander with Major, Lieutenant with Cap- 
tain, Lieutenant, junior grade, with First 
Lieutenant, and Ensign with Second Lieuterant. 

The report was adopted and the committee 
continued in order to push the matter. 

A resolution was passed asking the House of 
Representatives to pass the Nicaraugua Canal 
measure. 

Commissioner Coleman was asked to adopt 
some common-sense plan in cleaning the streets 
in the Third and Fifth Wards. 


MRS. BUTLER OANNOT TESTIFY. 


When argument began yesterday in the 
Stewart will case Mr. Choate, by permissien of 
the Surrogate, reopened his argument against 
the inadmissibility of Mrs. Butler’s testimony. 
He hela that after the probate of a real estate 
will had been once entered the Surrogate had 
no authority to investigate or revoke it, and 
contended that should the will be confirmed 
Mrs. Butler would receive $200,000, whereas 
ifit were deciared invalid, she would only re- 
ceive ber inchoate dower right to her husband's 
inheritanee, a matter of perhaps $78,000. It 
would be to Mrs. Butiler’s interest, therefore, to 
have the will sustained by the court. In con- 
sequence she would be an admissible witness. 

The Surrogate decided that the court had ex- 
ercised its jurisdiction and had admitted the 
will in question to probate, If it were true that 
the Surrogate may admit but not revoke a pre- 
bate, there éccourred a paradox in the statute. 
But a later statute declared in case the peti- 
tioner presented allegations of fraud, undue 
influenee, and the like, as occurred in this case, 
the Surrogate might revoke the probate of a 
real estate will or areal estate clause in a gen- 
eral testament. He therefore declared Mra. 
Butler’s testimony inadwissible. 

Ex-Attorney-General Russell suggested to the 
Surrogate that the proposed witness be entirely 





more eligible circumstances. Upon Mr. Choate 
declaring that be intended to have Mrs. Butler 
execute a release from the much-talked-of agree- 
ment the Surrogate postponed turther consider- 
ation until Monday.
